We  took  our  grandchildren 
apple  picking  the  second  Sunday  in 
September.  We  needed  an 
old-fashioned  family  outing  that 
would  be  fun  for  all  and  apple 
picking  fit  the  bill-of-fare.  Their 
parents  were  available  to  bring  them 
to  Woodstock,  and  we  all  met  about 
10:30  A.M.  in  the  orchard  parking 
spaces  on  the  grass.

Namely,  an  opportunity  to  grab  every  apple  they  could 
reach,  the  small  and  large,  the  ripened  and  unripened,  the  worm-holed,  and 
especially  the  apples  that  had  fallen  to  the  ground,  and  to  plunk  them  into 
the  buckets  with  the  finesse  of  the  Grand  Prize  Winner  on  the  Bozo’s 
Circus  Show.  After  all,  their  ages  are  only  one,  two,  three,  and  four.  What 
else  could  we  have  expected? 

Victoria  Lynn  who  is  age  one,  started  out  in  a stroller,  but  as  the  going 
got  rougher,  ended  up  in  Grandpa’s  arms  for  a while.  When  she  was  finally 
rewarded  for  her  litany  of  “downs”,  she  promptly  found  a half-eaten  apple 
in  the  grass,  picked  it  up,  and  then  dropped  it  in  the  bucket,  after  taking  a

Daddy  followed  her  into  the  row,  and  the  rest  of  us  lost  track  of 
them.  Later,  Daddy  informed  us  that  she  eventually  found  one  worth 
tasting  and  then  was  willing  to  return  to  the  group.  Hopefully  she’ll  retain 
her  determined  spirit  all  through  her  life.  Pictures  of  her  as  a student 
tracking  down  that  vijal  piece  of  information  needed  for  a paper,  probably 
kept  her  dad  going  after  the  first  long  row  of  canes.

Grandpa 
heard  some  prompting  from  the 
background  and  her  voice  came 
back  on  the  phone,  "Daddy  says 
it’s  spaghetti."  Perhaps  Terese 
Elisabeth  has  some  difficulty  with 
entrees,  but  now  she  knows  first 
hand  about  apple  crisp. 

The  recipe  follows.  Enjoy! 

Apple  Crisp 

4 cups  sliced  peeled  tart  apples 
1/2  cup  seedless  raisins 
1/2  cups  sweet  apple  cider  or  1/2 
cup  water  and  juice  of  1 lemon 
1 cup  packed  brown  sugar 
1/2  cup  margarine,  softened 
1/4  cup  dry  nonfat  milk 
1/4  cup  quick-cooking  rolled  oats 
(not  Instant) 

6 tablespoons  Hour 
1 tablespoon  wheat  germ 
1 teaspoon  cinnamon 
Whipped  dessert  topping  or  vanlllu 
ice  cream 

Put  apples  and  raisins  In  1-1/2  qt, 
baking  dish.  Pour  cider  over  lop. 
Mix  remaining  ingredients,  except 
topping,  with  hands  until  crumbly. 
Sprinkle  on  apples  and  raisins, 
covering  completely.  Bake  In 
moderate  oven  (350  degrees  F.)  30 
minutes,  or  until  apples  are  tender. 
Serve  with  topping.  Makes  6 
serving  s.

There  are  many  things  in  life  which 
we  take  for  granted,  not  the  least  of 
which  is  our  health.  It  is  ironic  that  an 
essential  part  of  our  being  is  often 
neglected  until  it  begins  to  fail.  The 
general  public  usually  views  nurses 
as  caring  for  the  sick.  However,  a 
nurses  primary  focus  is  preve  ntion  of 
illness  or  health  promotion. 

Frequently,  we  can  avoid  illness  by 
focusing  on  wellness. 

The  art  of  wellness  is  a balance  between  mind,  body  and  spirit-  No  one  aspect 
of  the  total  system  moves  without  the  entire  system  being  affected.  For 
example.  Too  many  late  nights  studying  without  adequate  sleep  may  enhance 
the  mind,  but  be  detrimental  to  both  the  body  and  spirit.  We  must  formulate 
healthy  habits  for  a long,  happy  and  productive  life.  Take  this  quiz  and  predict 
your  future  health: 

1.  I eat  three  meals  a day  at  regular  times  (even  when  dieting!)  T/F 

2.  I eat  breakfast  everyday  T/F 

3.  I exercise  moderately  2 or  3 times  per  week  T/F 

4.  I get  an  adequate  amount  of  sleep  T/F 


5.  1 do  not  smoke  T/F 

6.  I maintain  my  moderate  weight  T/F 

7.  I do  not  coasume  alcohol  or  coasumc  it  only  moderately  T/F 
Research  has  shown  that  if  you  answered  true  to  six  or  more  of  these 

behaviors.  Your  life  expectancy  Is  1 year  longer  than  someone  who  could 
respond  affirmatively  to  3 or  less  of  the  indicators. 

I can  hear  the  voices  of  people  all  over  the  campus  saying  "If  1 live  like  that, 
what  is  the  point?"  Seriously  speaking,  the  consequences  of  a poor  life-style 


style  changes.  Gradual  change  iseasier  and  more  likely  to  be  long-lasting.  It 
also  won't  send  your  mind,  body  or  spirit  Into  shock.  If  you  follow  basic 
concepts,  the  results  will  be  worthwhile. 

Eat  three  regular  meals  a day.  Breakfast  is  most  important  because  you 
typically  have  not  eaten  in  twelve  or  more  hours.  Your  body  will  then  have  a 
consistent  source  of  important  nutrients.  Exercise  moderately  two  or  three 
times  a week.  This  could  include  brisk  walking  for  30  minutes,  swimming  or 
many  other  activities  which  help  keep  your  heart  healthy.  Activity  is  good  for 
the  self  image  (spirit)  and  helps  maintain  a healthy  weight-  The  negative 
effects  of  smoking  are  well  documented.  It  also  makes  the  air  toxic  and 
unpleasant  for  non-smokers.  Alcohol  in  small  amounts  can  .actually,  be 
beneficial,  but  large  amounts  of  alcohol  can  lower  resistance  to  infection  and 
disease.  Both  tobacco  (even  smokeless)  and  alcohol  have  bad  effects  on  the 
organs  in  our  bodies.  Adequate  rest  (ideal  amounts  vary  for  each  person)  is 
necessary  to  recharge  our  mind,  body,  and  spirits.

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Tftmbles  of  a Black  Male  Teen

Discrimination  is  still  a major 
problem  in  the  United  States.  Being 
black  is  problem  enough,  but  being 
a black  teenage  male  is  like  being  a 
cat  in  a dog  pound.  The  problem  of 
being  a black  male  teen  is 
exacerbated  by  three  major  factors: 
gang  violence,  mis-conceptions,  and 
unemployment.  A black  male 
between  the  ages  of  14-20  is  faced 
with  either  joining  a gang  or  being 
brutally  attacked  by  one  almostevery 
day  of  this  time  period.  His 
neighborhood  has  a lot  to  do  with 
this  matter.  If  he  stays  in  a gang 
infested  area,  chances  increase  that 
he'll  join  a gang,  or  be  murdered  or 
beaten  by  one.  Also,  people  adapt  to 
their  environment.  If  all  they  see  is 
gangs  and  violence  while  they’re 
growing,  chances  are  they’re  going 
to  join  a gang. 

It’s  not  just  the  neighborhood.  A 
person’s  friends'  play  a big  role  in 
getting  him  involved  in  a gang. 

In  most  cases,  all  or  some  of  his 
friends  are  either  in  a gang,  or 
associatewithgangmembers.  Either 
casgcan  be  dangerous.  If  his  friends 
are  doing  it,  this  will  greatly  increase 
his  chances  of  joining.  The  most 
dangerous  friend  is  a jealous  one.  If 
he  has  something  that  his  friend 
wants,  or  if  he  has  something  going 
for  himself  and  his  friend  doesn’t, 
the  friend  will  try  everything 
possible  to  get  the  individual 


involved  in  a gang. 

There  is  no  black  male  teen 
who  can  avoid  gangs  and  their 
violence.  One  time  or  another  the 
problem  is  going  to  confront  him. 
But,  there  are  ways  to  improve  his 
chances  of  escape.  Joining  various 
clubs  such  as  sports,  church, 
educational,  or  even  library  clubs 
will  keep  him  off  the  streets.  This 
will  lessen  the  chances  of  his  coming 
in  contact  with  gangs.  Associating 
only  with  non-gang  affiliated  people 
helps  also. 

Another  problem  of  being  a 
black  male  teen  is  dealing  with  the 
misconceptions  people  have  of 
them.  The  majority  of  all  races, 
even  black,  think  that  just  because 
some  black  males  they  are  around 
are  violent  and  illmannered-,  all 
are.  It’s  not  true!  Do  not  discredit 
one  because  the  others  were 
unsatisfactory.  For  instahee,  in  a 
store,  two  men  walk  in  at  the  same 
time,  one  is  black,  the  other  white. 
They  both  go  separate  ways 
throughout  the  store.  Only  one  of 
these  men  is  being  followed  by  the 
security  guards,  that’s  the  black 
teen.  Four  out  of  five  times,  a black 
male  teenager  enters  a store,  he’s 
being  watched  like  a rabbit  through 
the  eyes  of  a hawk.  This  problem  is 
mainly  hyped  by  the  public. 
Information  people  hear  from  the 
news,  orread  in  a newspaper  article 
make  the  black  teen  seem  like  a 
menace  to  society.  The  newspaper 


only  prints  stories  about  the  violent 
and/or  drug-pushing  black  male 
teens.  They  hardly,  if  ever,  write  or 
televise  the  positive  black  male.  If 
that’s  all  the  public  sees,  then  that’s 
the  conception  they  ’ re  going  to  have 
of  the  black  male  teen.  This  is  not 
fair  to  those  who  are  doing 
something  positive. 

The  school  system  also  comes 
down  hard  on  the  black  male  teen. 
A study  was  done  at  Joliet  Central 
High  School  by  two  of  its  students. 
These  students,  one  black,  one 
white,  went  out  into  the  hallways  to 
see  the  reactions  of  the  security 
guards.  Only  one  of  six  guards 
asked  the  white  male  for  a pass, 
while  five  of  six  guards  asked  the 
black  male  for  a pass.  The  one 
guard  who  didn’t  ask  was  a black 
female:  whom  the  student  happened 
to  know  very  well.  Another  study 
that  was  done  with  group  5 of 
students.  Seven  white  males  were 
sent  into  the  dean’s  office.  They 
talked  loudly  among  themselves  but 
nothing  was  said  to  them.  Later, 
seven  black  males  were  sent  into 
same  dean’s  office.  Within  two 
minutes,  they  were  told  to  leave. 
These  situations  occur  almost  daily 
in  a black  teenage  male’s  life.  Sure, 
as  some  people  say,  everyone 
experiences  similar  situations,  and 
they  may  be  right  But  then,  those 
are  the  same  people  who  mistreat, 
misjudge,  and  discriminate  against

What  are  their 
feelings,  attitudes,  and  Ideas  concern- 
ing participation  within  JJC’s 
academic  and  co- curricular  environ- 
ments? Do  students  really  feel  a part 
of  the  whole,  or  do  they  feel  alienated? 
What  Is  It  that  they  feel  the  administra- 
tion and  faculty  are  doing  right?  What 
are  they  doing  wrong?  How  do  they 
operate,  feel,  think?  What  do  students 
themselves  think  they  can  do  to  either 
capitalize  on  existing  opportunities, 
or  to  improve  opportunl  ties  within  their 
academic  experience?  How  do  they 
feel  about  their  student  government? 
Are  they  even  aware  of  what  student 
government  is  and  what  it  can  do  for 
them?  These  questions  are  just  a 
sample  of  an  array  of  Issues  which  I 
believe  should  be  on  the  minds  of 
concerned  individuals. 

The  government  polls  us,  maga- 
zines poll  us,  organizations  poll  us, 
Institutions  poll  us.  all  for  the  benefit 
of  obtaining  that  elusive,  seemingly 
intangible,  all  too  often,  cold  and  un- 
caring, statistical  information 
concerned  with  how  we  think,  feel, 
act,  eat,  sleep,  live,  etc..,  etc..,  etc.... 
Many  times  within  this  scenario,  we 
become  numbers  among  the  masses, 
and  thus,  divided  from  our  personal 
identities.  We’ve  been  conditioned  to 
believe  this  process  Is  acceptable  in 
our  society,  and  thus,  subconsciously 
we,  not  so  much  surrender,  but  tend  to 
forget  about  utilizing  our  personal 


voices. 

It  is  my  hope,  and  that  of  other 
concerned  individuals  and  constituents, 
that  this  editorial  will  represent  the 
beginning  of  a personal  Interactive  fo- 
rum about,  among,  and  concerned  with 
the  relationships,  responsibilities,  de- 
sires, likes  and  dislikes  of  individual 
students,  the  faculty,  and  the  adminis- 
tration. A forum,  if  you  will,  with  a 
personal  touch  which  will  help  bring  us 
all  together,  make  us  all  aware,  give  us 
a means  to  share.  If  you  stop  to  think 
about  it,  other  than  through  traditional 
(sometimes  cold  and  mechanical)  meth- 
ods, we  here  at  JJC  have  no  publicly 
interactive  means  of  expressing  our- 
selves concerning  college  affairs.  For 
example,  what  about  individual  ideas? 
Is  there  something  you’ve  been  con- 
templating that  you’d  like  to  interject? 
Maybe  you’d  just  like  some  answers. 
Or  possibly  just  a means  to  find  out 
you’re  not  the  only  one  who  thinks  or 
feels  a certain  way. 

I know  that  students,  faculty  mem- 
bers, and  members  of  the  administration 
both  need  and  desire  a means  for  per- 
sonal interaction  with  expression  and 
enlightenment.  We  are  all  just  indi- 
vidual people  with  ideas,  feelings, 
attitudes,  and  curiosities.  We  all  have 
a basic  need  to  communicate  these  el- 
ements to  each  other. 

Each  of  the  aforementioned  con- 
stituents is  made  up  of  individuals, 
without  whom  the  groups  could  not 
exist.  Rather  an  elementary  deduction, 
correct?

Once  again,  it  is  my  belief  that  we 
all  have  a basic  need  to  communicate, 
however,  I can  only  highlight  this  need. 
Being  only  one  individual,  I can  not 
produce  or  create  the  communication 
imperative  to  satisfy  the  need,  that  is  up 
to  you,  one  and  all.  My  proposal  is  to 
create  an  area  within  the  school  paper 
(The  Blazer)  for  expression  and  com- 
munication for  all.  It  is  my  belief  that 
this  forum  will  benefit  one  and  all,  but 
only  you  can  allow  this  belief  to  be- 
come a reality.  Your  individual 
participation  could  be  most  beneficial 
to  yourself. 

To  summarize:  is  the  individual 


student  finding  personal  satisfaction 
here  at  JJC?  Are  the  various  constitu- 
ents within  the  college  community 
communicating,  and  thus,  finding  en- 
richment? Only  the  individuals 
concerned  with  these  issues  can  an- 
swer these  questions. 

To  conclude,  we  are  a community 
college  and  it  is  my  belief  we  should 
incorporate  the  idea  of  a community 
within  a community.  Through  interac- 
tion and  communication  we  can 
accomplish  this.  It  is  my  belief  that  our 
common  worth  can  be  increased,  and 
thus,  complemented  and  enriched.  Our 
col  lege  life  together  should  not  be  taken 
lightly,  it  should  be  valued.  We,  as 
individuals,  should  make  the  best  of 
our  time  spent  together;  for  our  time  is 
valuable,  and  likewise,  so  are  we  as 
individuals.  Don’t  you  think  so?  I’ll  be 
waiting  for  your  answer.

Stephen  King,  the  King  of  cult 
horror  (pardon  the  pun),  has  taken  his 
readers  to  many  lands,  from  the  king- 
dom of  Delain,  to  the  great  fortress-city 
of  Gilead.  Now.  in  his  latest  novel, 
"Gerald's  Game"  (Viking  Penguin, 
$22.50),  Mr.  King  attempts  to  take  his 
loyal  fans  to  unexplored  territory,  that 
of  the  human  female  psyche. 

The  story  opens  with  Jessie,  our 
protagonist,  hearing  the  click  of  the 
second  handcuff  being  snapped  onto 
her  wrist,  effectively  locking  her  to  the 
bed.  This  is  the  game  that  Gerald  plays, 
and  you  can  bet  that  it  isn't  listed  in 
Hoyles.  This  is  how  Gerald  makes  sex 
interesting,  and  for  him  it  works  just 
fine.  Jessie,  on  the  other  hand,  is  tired 
of  being  demeaned  in  this  manner  and 
decides  to  put  a stop  to  it  Therefore, 
she  does  the  polite  thing  , and  informs 
Gerald  that  playtime  is  over  and  she 
wants  out  of  the  cuffs ; however,  Gerald 
has  chosen  not  to  let  anything  get  in  the 
way  of  his  good  time, 

Jessie  resists  the  only  way  she  can, 
force.  Two  quick  kicks  and  a heart 
attack  later,  Gerald's  game  is  over.  But 
Jessie  is  left  with  two  problems.  She  is 
still  handcuffed  to  the  headboard.  No 
problem.  Just  wait  till  some  one  comes 
to  call.  Oh,  yeah.  Jessie  and  Gerald 
were  at  their  summer  home  in  Maine, 
and  all  the  other  people  are  gone.  So 


now  it’s  just  Jessie,  the  voices  arguing 
in  her  head,  Gerald,  and  Prince,  the 
little  stray  doggy  who  came  to  dinner. 

"Gerald’s  Game”  is  not  your  typi- 
cal King  book.  Those  looking  for  su- 
pernatural 1 horror  should  look 
elsewhere.  “Gerald's  Game"  is  more  a 
tension  builder,  than  a slash  and  tear, 
and  you  will  be  able  to  tell  it  will  be  a 
long  slow  climb.  The  reader  will  find 
the  trip  worth  it,  however.  Along  the 
way  the  reader  discovers  exactly  what 
makes  Jessie  Burlingame  what  she  is 
today . Eaves  drop  on  her  flashback  of 
an  incident  of  sexual  molestation  as  a 
child,  and  the  sessions  she  spent  with  a 
counselor  until  the  prying  went  too 
deep.  You  will  see  this  through  the 
dreams  and  hallucinations  of  a woman 
who  refuses  to  break. 

On  the  negative  side,  1 have  only 
two  minor  complaints.  Although 
“Geralds  Game"  is  a psychological 
thriller,  Mr.  King  could  have  paced  the 
book  slightly  faster,  especially  the  in- 
credibly tedious  first  fifty  pages,  which 
made  the  novel  seem  longer  than  its 
332  pages.  Another  complaint  is  that 
King  devotes  a total  of  five  pages  tran- 
scription of  Jessie  slitting  her  wrists  in 
an  escape  attempt,  about  two  pages  of 
which  I found  totally  unnecessary. 
Aside  from  this,  I strongly  recommend 
this  book  to  any  King  fan  in  the  mood 
for  something  new.

Make  It  Last 


The  best  way  to  save  money  on  a 
new  car  is  to  avoid  having  to  replace  it. 
Keep  the  car  longer.  . . maintain  it 
properly. . . avoid  costly  repairs. . . and 
the  cost-per-year  goes  down.  Not  ex- 
actly rocket  science,  but  many  fail  to  do 
even  minimum  preventive  mainte- 
nance. Here  are  a few  Winter  car  care 
tips,  just  in  time  for  the  first  frost,  that 
will  help  prevent  failures  and  reduce 
the  chance  of  a breakdown. 

Engine  Warm  Up 
A short  period  of  running  time  is 
required  to  warm  engine  lubricant  and 
to  allow  oil  to  flow  to  all  engine  parts 
Even  the  computerized  engine  control 
system  requires  some  time  to  begin  to 
function  fully.  If  you’re  late,  at  least 
drive  away  slowly  and  avoid  heavy 
engine  load  for  the  first  mile. 

Winterize 

Automobile  engines  are  maintained  at 
correct  operating  temperature  by  cir- 
culating coolant  through  the  engine 
and  radiator.  (50%  anti-freeze  & 50% 
water  ...no  more-no  less)  After  about 
three  years  of  normal  operation,  the 
coolant  becomes  acidic  and  begins  to 
dissolve  the  insides  of  the  engine.  To 
avoid  the  leaks,  radiator  repairs,  head 


gasket  failures,  and  breakdowns  that 
result,  one  need  only  have  the  old  cool- 
ant flushed  out  and  replaced  with  new 
mixture  every  three  years.  While  that 
service  is  being  done,  have  the  hoses 
and  belts  checked  at  the  same  time. 
They  too  are  usually  only  good  for 
about  a three-year  service  life. 

Insufficient  heater  output  is  a sign 
of  cooling  system  problems  which  can 
lead  to  major  mechanical  problems  on 
modem  vehicles.  Get  it  checked  right 
away! 

QUESTIONS 

J.T.  from  Romeoville  sent  the  follow- 
ing question: 

Question:  Whatis  the  best  engine  oil 
to  use  and  which  is  the  best  oil  addi- 
tive ( ie.  STP,  Slick  50,  Wynn’s,  etc.)? 

Answer:  Stick  to  major  brand  mo- 

tor oil  that  carries  the  A.P.I.  (Ameri- 
can Petroleum  Institute)  service  rating 
of  ‘‘SG’’and  change  it  along  with  the 
filter  every  3000  miles.  All  SG  oil 
must  meet  or  exceed  very  strict  tests  for 
quality  and  content.  JJC  uses  Pennzoil 
in  all  of  its  vehicles  and  we’ve  had 
excellent  results.  Other  major  brands 
like  Quaker  State,  Castrol,  Valvoline 
and  Shell  or  Amoco  oil  should  be  just 
as  good.  Use  10w/30  under  all  tem- 
perature conditions  above  32°  F.  and 
5w/30  at  lower  temperatures. 

DON’T  USE  SYNTHETIC  OIL 
While  it’ s performance  is  admit 
tedly  superior,  its  cost-per-mile  can  b 
higher.  Synthetics  can  also  cause  seri 
ous  oil  loss  in  older  cars. 

Additives  are  generally  considered 
a waste  of  money  by  fleet  operators 
who  keep  close  track  of  engine  reli 
ability  records.  Despitemanufacturer's 
claims,  theyneitherreduceenginewear 
nor  boost  performance.

The  holiday  season  is  here  and  we 
all  in  one  way  or  another  want  to  re- 
member the  season’s  spirited  events. 
In  the  scuny  of  holiday  shopping  along 
with  the  many  tasks  and  preparations, 
we  prepare  to  record  the  those  precious 
seasonal  and  festive  moments  of  time. 
We  create  the  right  ambience,  we  In- 
struct and  direct  our  subjects,  we  chase 
the  little  people  through  out  the  house 
into  surrender  and  captivity  all  for  that 
special  smile.  Cheese!  As  the  lights  go 
off  and  a sigh  of  relief  comes  over  the 
crowd.  So  much  care,  time  and  effort 
for  the  memories  of  a life  time.  It  seems 
all  to  long  before  we  can  sec  the  results. 
Once  we  have  prints,  they  are  ana- 
lyzed, scrutinized,  criticized  andevalu- 
ated.  Some  times  we  fall  short  in  our 
expectations,  wedon’ t photograph  what 
we  see  and  as  if  by  slight  of  hand, 
somehow  we  remember  a slightly  dif- 
ferent picture  in  our  minds  eye.  Well 
for  those  of  you  wondering  what  hap- 
pened when  the  lights  went  off,  here 
are  a few  tips: 

Buy  film  according  to  your  light- 
ing conditions 

If  you  are  shooting  indoors  you  don't 
necessary  need  the  fastest  ASA  avail- 
able for  acceptable  prints.  Most  Indoor 
lighting  is  ether  Tungsten,  Florescent 
or  Mercury  Vapor  as  1 n the  case  of  most 
auditoriums.  Tungsten  lighting  can  be 
shot  with  daylight  film.  A Tungsten 


filter  is  needed  to  balance  the  color 
temperature  of  daylight  film.  If  no 
filler  is  used  the  result  will  be  u reddish 
orange  color  Inherent  with  unllltcred 
daylight  film  exposed  under  Ttingsten 
light.  Another  alternative  Is  to  buy 
Ttingsten  film  which  Is  color  balanced 
to  accommodate  the  Tungsten  color 
temperature  rating.  To  date  the  best 
way  to  shoot  under  fioresccnt  and 
Mercury  vapor  lighting,  is  with  the  use 
of  filters  to  balance  the  color  tempera- 
ture. It  is  highly  recommended  when 
shooting  color  film  tinder  these  cir- 
cumstances, to  use  a (lash  which  can 
offset  the  effects  of  unbalanced  light- 
ing. 

Understand  how  and  when  to 
use  a (lash 

A flash  has  many  uses.  It  can  be  used 
to  fill  in  shadow  areas,  illuminate  (lie 
subject,  separate  the  subject  from  the 
background,  and  It  cun  add  Impact  to 
an  otherwise  ordinary  subject.  Use  a 
flash  to  enhance  and  define  your  sub- 
ject, never  point  your  flash  directly  ut 
your  subject’s  face.  This  may  cause 
light  to  travel  through  the  subject  eyes 
and  reflect  the  red  color  of  the  retina. 
This  is  commonly  know  as  red  eye. 

What  you  see  when  you  look 
through  tlie  camera  lens  and  what  (lie 
film  records  arc  often  two  different 
Images.  You  can  learn  to  control  Hie 
out  come  if  you  better  understand  the 
basics  of  photography.  If  you  have 
specific  questions  about  photography 
or  Studio  36,  please  address  your  In- 
quiries to  die  Blazer  do  photo  editor.

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GOVERNOR  EDGAR  PROPOSES  SIX  MILLION  FOR  JJC 
BUSINESS  AND  TECHNOLOGY  CENTER 


JOLIET,  ILL.  _ Gov.  Jim  Edgar 
today  announced  he  will  earmark  $6.7 
million  in  his  state  budget  for  the  next 
fiscal  year  toward  construction  of  a 
Business  and  Technology  Center  at 
Joliet  Junior  College. 

“With  the  changes  in  technology  we 
are  witnessing  almost  daily,  we  must 
work  to  ensure  that  today's  students 
are  indeed  prepared  for  tomorrow's 
challenges  - especially  in  those  fields 
where  cutting-edge  skills  are  required," 
the  Governor  said. 

The  Business  and  Technology 
Center  will  provide  state-of-the-art 
training  for  students  intechnical  fields, 
computer  information  and  business,  as 
well  as  provide  retraining  programs 
for  already  employed  workers. 

“It  will  help  Illinois  achieve  its 
goals  of  building  a competent  and 
competitive  workforce  that  is  prepared 
for  the  workplace  of  the  2 1 st  Century," 
Edgar  said  The  facility,  expected  to  be 
completed  in  1995,  will  encompass 
nearly  62,000  square  feet  of  classroom 
space,  offices  and  laboratories  for  such 
highly  technical  fields  as  electronics. 


engineering  technology.compuler-aided 
design  and  microcomputer  systems.  In 
addition,  a major  focus  of  the  center 
will  be  an  area  to  help  small  businesses 
learn  to  adapt  classroom  technologies 
to  their  own  workplaces.  “The  Center 
will  have  a short-term  benefit  of 
creating  an  estimated  74 
construction-related  jobs  in  the 
community  and  the  long-term 
advantage  of  helping  the  Illinois 
economy  thrive  and  grow  with  a 
quali  fied  and  quality  workforce,"  Edgar 
said  Financing  for  the  project  will 
come  from  state  capital  development 
funds,  which  must  be  used  for 
construction  purposes.  They  cannot  be 
used  to  support  ongoing  services  and 
programs. 

“We  are  very  pleased  that  Governor 
Edgar  is  supporting  and  proposing 
funding  for  the  construction  of  a 
business  and  technology  application 
centerof  the  Joliet  Junior  College  Main 
Campus."  said  JJC  President  Raymond 
A.Pietak.  “The  college’s  commitment 
to  meet  the  demand  for  programs  that 
teach  new  technologies  and  prepare 


students  for  the  job  market  of  the  21st 
Century  will  be  realized  with  this 
expansion." 

The  college,  which  has  an 
diversified  enrollment  of  more  than 
16,700  students,  serves  areas  of  Cook, 
Grundy,  Kankakee.  Kendall,  LaSalle.

JJC  North  has  moved...

JJC  North  has  moved!  After  years 
of  living  in  leased  space  at  the 
Bolingbrook  Town  Center,  Joliet  Junior 
College  North  started  the  spring 
semester  January  4 in  a permanent 
facility  covering  35,250  square  feet  at 
1125  W.  135th  Street  in  Romeoville. 

This  branch  of  the  JJC  family 
needed  more  room.  The  Northern 
region  of  JJC’s  district  is  one  of  the 
fastest-growing  areas  in  population 
within  JJC’s  Illinois  Community 
College  District  525.  Enrollment  in 
credit  classes  in  this  area  has  increased 
more  than  24  percent  over  the  last  four 
years.  JJC  North  will  serve  those 
students  in  the  Northern  region. 
Approximately  2,500  students  will  be 
attending  the  new  JJC  North. 

JJC  North  is  designed  to  serve  the 
needs  of  both  recent  high  school 
graduates  and  people  who  have  been 
away  from  school  for  a variety  of 
reasons. 

JJC’s  northern  sites  are  popular 
with  people  who  are  either  returning  to 
college  or  starting  college  later  in  life. 
The  average  age  of  JJC  North  students 
is  32,  and  two  out  of  three  northern- 
region  students  are  women. 

JJC  North  will  be  the  college's  first 
permanent  educational  site  beyond  the 
Main  Campus.  It  will  consolidate 


existing  operations  in  leased  space  at 
the  Bolingbrook  -Town  Center  and 
Romeoville  Center. 

The  construction  of  the  new  campus 
cost  $4.2  million  and  covers 
approximately  35,250  square  feet.  It 
will  cover  about  20  acres  of  a 40-acre 
site.  The  remaining  20  acres  were 
purchased  to  accommodate  the  future 
growth  of  the  college. 

In  its  new  location,  JJC  North  will 
continue  to  offer  day  and  evening 
classes  and  will  provide  quality 
education  with  new  equipment, 
classrooms,  services,  and  courses. 

The  new  JJC  North  campus  will 
have  20  modem  classrooms,  two  state- 
of-the-art  science  labs,  three  computer 
skills  labs,  a word  processing  lab  for 
hands-on  learning,  a library,  tutoring 
and  media  services,  a conference  area, 
private  offices  for  student  counseling, 
financial  aid,  and  faculty  meeting,  child- 
sitting services,  and  ample  parking. 

Many  more  courses  will  be 
available  at  JJC  North  now  that  more 
space  is  available.  Spring  credit  classes 
offered  include  accounting,  adult  basic 
education,  advertising,  biology, 
business,  business  law,  chemistry, 
computerinformationsystems,  culinary 
arts,  economics  and  education. 

Other  classes  offered  at  the  new 
campus  include  English,  geography.

| Racial  prejudice.  Why  does

Five  score  years  ago,  a great  American,  in  whose  symbolic  shadow  wc  stand, 
signed  the  Emancipation  Proclamation.  This  momentous  decree  came  as  a great 
beacon  light  of  hope  to  millions  of  Negro  slaves  who  had  been  seared  in  the  flames 
of  withering  injustice.  Lt  came  as  a joyous  daybreak  to  end  the  long  night  of 
captivity. 

But  one  hundred  years  later,  the  life  of  the  Negro  is  still  not  free.  One  hundred 
years  later,  the  life  of  the  Negro  is  still  sadly  crippled  by  the  manacles  of 
segregation  and  the  chains  of  discrimination.  One  hundred  years  later,  the  Negro 
lives  on  a lonely  island  of  poverty  in  the  midst  of  a vast  ocean  of  material 
prosperity.  One  hundred  years  later,  the  Negro  is  still  languishing  in  the  comers 
of  American  society  and  finds  himself  an  exile  in  his  own  land.  So  we  have  come 
here  today  to  dramatize  an  appalling  condition. 

In  a sense  we  have  come  to  our  nation's  capital  to  cash  a check.  When  the 
architects  of  our  republic  wrote  the  magnificent  words  of  the  Constitution  and  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  they  were  signing  a promissory  note  to  which  every 
American  was  to  fall  heir.  This  note  was  a promise  that  all  men  would  be 
guaranteed  the  unalienable  rights  of  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 

It  is  obvious  today  that  America  has  defaulted  on  this  promissory  note  insofar 
as  her  citizens  of  color  are  concerned.  Instead  of  honoring  this  sacred  obligation, 
America  has  given  the  Negro  people  a bad  check;  a check  which  has  come  back 
marked  “insufficient  funds."  But  we  refuse  to  believe  that  the  bank  of  justice  is 
bankrupt.  We  refuse  to  believe  that  there  are  insufficient  funds  in  the  great  vaults 
of  opportunity  of  this  nation.  So  we  have  come  to  cash  this  check-  a check  that 
will  give  us  upon  demand  the  riches  of  freedom  and  the  security  of  justice.  We 
have  also  come  to  this  hallowed  spot  to  remind  America  of  the  fierce  urgency  of 
now.  This  is  no  time  to  engage  in  the  luxury  of  cooling  off  or  to  take  the 
tranquilizing  drugs  of  gradualism.  Now  is  the  time  to  make  real  the  promises  of 
Democracy.  Now  is  the  time  to  rise  from  the  dark  and  desolate  valley  of 
segregation  to  the  sunlit  path  of  racial  justice.  Now  is  the  time  to  open  the  doors 
of  opportunity  to  all  of  God’ s children.  Now  is  the  lime  to  lift  our  nation  from  the 
quicksands  of  racial  injustice  to  the  solid  rock  of  brotherhood. 

It  would  be  fatal  for  the  nation  to  overlook  the  urgency  of  the  moment  and  to 
underestimate  to  determination  of  the  Negro.  This  sweltering  summer  of  the 
Negro’s  legitimate  discontent  will  not  pass  until  there  is  an  invigorating  autumn 
of  freedom  and  equality.  1963  is  not  an  end,  but  a beginning.  Those  who  hope 
that  the  Negro  needed  to  blow  off  steam  and  will  now  be  content  will  have  a rude 
awakening  if  the  nation  returns  to  business  as  usual.  There  will  be  neither  rest  nor 
tranquillity  in  America  until  the  Negro  is  granted  his  citizenship  rights.  The 
whirlwinds  of  revolt  will  continue  to  shake  the  foundations  of  our  nation  until  the 
bright  day  of  justice  emerges. 

But  there  is  something  that  I must  say  to  my  people  who  stand  on  the  warm 
threshold  which  leaks  into  the  palace  of  justice.  In  the  process  of  gaining  our 
rightful  place  we  must  not  be  guilty  of  wrongful  deeds.  Let  us  not  seek  to  satisfy 
our  thirst  for  freedom  by  drinking  from  the  cup  of  bitterness  and  hatred.  We  must 
forever  conduct  our  struggle  on  the  high  plane  of  dignity  and  discipline.  We  must 
not  allow  our  creative  protest  to  degenerate  into  physical  violence.  Again  and 
again  we  must  rise  to  the  majestic  heights  of  meeting  physical  force  with  soul 
force.  The  marvelous  new  militancy  which  has  engulfed  the  Negro  community 
must  not  lead  us  to  a distrust  of  all  white  people,  for  many  of  our  white  brothers, 
as  evidence  by  their  presence  here  today,  have  come  to  realize  that  tljeir  destiny 
is  tied  up  with  our  destiny  and  their  freedom  is  inextricably  bound  to  our  freedom. 
We  cannot  walk  alone. 

And  as  we  walk  we  must  make  the  pledge  that  we  shall  march  ahead.  Wc 
cannot  turn  back.  There  are  those  who  are  asking  the  devotees  of  civil  rights, 
“When  will  you  be  satisfied?”  We  can  never  be  satisfied  as  long  as  the  Negro  is 
the  victim  of  the  unspeakable  honors  of  police  brutality.  We  can  never  be  satisfied 
as  long  as  our  bodies,  heavy  with  fatigue  of  travel,  cannot  gain  lodging  in  the 
motels  of  the  highways  and  the  hotels  of  the  cities.  We  cannot  be  satisfied  as  long 
as  the  Negro’s  basic  mobility  is  from  asmaller  ghetto  to  a larger  one.  We  can  never 
be  satisfied  as  long  as  a Negro  in  Mississippi  cannot  vote  and  a Negro  in  New  York 
believes  he  has  nothing  for  which  to  vote.  No.no,  we  are  not  satisfied,  and  we  will 
not  be  satisfied  until  justice  rolls  down  like  waters  and  righteousness  like  a mighty 
stream. 

I am  not  unmindful  that  some  of  you  have  come  here  out  of  great  trials  and 
tribulations.  Some  of  you  have  come  fresh  from  narrow  jail  cells.  Some  of  you 


have  come  from  areas  where  your  quest  for  freedom  left  you  battered  by  the  storms 
of  persecution  and  staggered  by  the  winds  of  police  brutality.  You  liuve  been  the 
veterans  of  creative  suffering.  Continue  to  work  with  the  faith  that  unearned 
suffering  is  redemptive. 

Go  back  to  Mississippi,  go  back  to  Alabama,  go  buck  to  South  Carolina,  go 
back  to  Georgia,  go  back  to  Louisiana,  go  back  to  the  slums  and  ghettos  of  our 
northern  cities,  knowing  that  somehow  this  situation  can  and  will  be  changed.  Let 
us  not  wallow  in  the  valley  of  despair. 

I say  to  you  today,  my  friends,  that  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  and  the  frustrations 
of  the  moment  I still  have  a dream.  It  is  a dream  deeply  rooted  In  the  American 
dream. 

I have  a dream  that  one  day  litis  nation  will  rise  up  and  live  out  the  true  meaning 
of  its  creed:  “We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self  evident;  that  all  men  are  created  equal." 

I have  a dream  tliat  one  day  on  the  red  hills  of  Georgia  the  sons  of  former  slaves 
and  the  sons  of  former  slave  owners  will  be  able  to  sit  down  together  ul  the  table 
of  brotherhood. 

I have  a dream  that  one  day  even  the  stale  of  Mississippi,  a desert  state 
sweltering  with  the  heat  of  injustice  and  oppression,  will  be  transformed  Into  an 
oasis  of  freedom  and  justice. 

I have  a dream  that  my  four  little  children  will  one  day  live  In  a nation  where 
they  will  not  be  judged  by  color  of  skin  but  by  the  content  of  their  character. 

I have  a dream  today. 

1 have  a dream  that  one  day  the  state  of  Alabama,  whose  governor’s  Ups  ate 
presently  dripping  with  words  ol  Interposition  and  nullification,  will  be  transformed 
into  a situation  where  little  black  boys  and  black  girls  will  be  able  to  Join  hands  with 
little  white  boys  and  white  girls  and  walk  together  as  sisters  and  brothers. 

I have  a dream. 

I have  a dream  that  one  day  every  valley  shall  be  exalted,  every  hill  and 
mountain  shall  be  made  low,  the  rough  places  will  be  made  plain,  and  the  crooked 
places  will  be  made  straight,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  revealed,  and  all  flesh 
shall  see  it  together. 

This  is  our  hope.  This  is  the  faith  with  which  I return  to  the  South  Willi  tills 
faith  we  will  be  able  to  hew  out  of  the  mountain  of  despair  a stone  of  hope.  With 
this  faith  we  will  be  able  to  transform  to  Jangling  discords  of  our  nation  into  a 
beautiful  symphony  of  brotherhood.  With  this  faith  we  will  be  able  to  work 
together,  to  pray  together,  to  struggle  together,  to  go  to  Jail  together,  to  Ntand  up  for 
freedom  together,  knowing  that  we  will  be  free  one  day. 

This  will  be  the  day  when  all  of  God's  children  will  be  able  to  sing  with  new 
meaning... 

My  country  'tis  of  thee, 

Sweet  land  of  liberty. 

Of  thee  1 sing: 

Land  where  my  fathers  died, 

Land  of  the  pilgrims’  pride, 
from  every  mountain-side 
Let  freedom  ring. 

And  if  America  is  to  be  a great  nation  this  must  become  true  So  let  freedom 
ring  from  the  prodigious  hilltops  of  New  Hampshire.  Let  freedom  ring  from  the 
mighty  mountains  of  New  York.  Let  freedom  ring  from  the  heightening  Alleghenies 
of  Pennsylvania! 

Let  freedom  ring  from  the  snow  capped  Rockies  of  Colorado! 

Let  freedom  ring  from  the  curvaceous  peaks  of  California! 

But  not  only  that;  let  freedom  ring  from  Stone  Mountain  of  Georgia! 

Let  freedom  ring  from  lujokout  Mountain  of  Tennessee!

LET  US  REMEMBER,  AND 
NOT  FORGET...

As  we  live  in  the  midst  of  racial 
violence  I want  to  take  you  back  to  a 
time  when  one  man  fought  for  non- 
violence. This  man  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King  Jr.  was  described  as 
exciting,  controversial,  interesting, 
dynamic,  different  and  refreshing,  as 
a leader.  When  described  by  his 
personality  on  the  other  hand,  he  was 
said  to  be  calm,  sincere,  dignified, 
eloquent  and  elegant. 

Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.’s 
birthday  is  January  15  but  was 
celebrated  on  January  18  this  year. 
We  have  all  heard  of  Dr.  Ki  ng , but  few 
of  us  actually  know  much  about  him. 
He  comes  from  a long  line  of  preachers 
including  his  father,  his  uncle,  his 
grandfather  and  his  great-grandfather. 
King  played  a key  role  in  nationalizing 
and  inter-nationalizing  the  black 
freedom  struggle  of  the  fifties  and 
sixties.  His  life  consisted  of  three 
things,  and  these  three  things,  family, 
church  and  college  were  his  life. 

King  was  bom  in  January  15, 1929 
at  501  Auburn  Street  in  Atlanta, 
Georgia.  He  had  an  older  sister  Willie 
Christine,  and  abrother  Alfred  Daniel. 
Their  father  was  a preacher  at  Ebenezer 
Baptist  Church,  where  Dr.  King’s 
funeral  would  later  be  held.  After 
graduating  high  school  King  went  to 
Morehouse  College  in  Atlanta  and  then 
on  to  graduate  school  at  Crozier 
Theological  Seminary  where  he 
became  a minister.  These  two  earned 
degrees  were  not  enough  for  Dr.  King, 
he  went  onto  Boston  University  where 
he  earned  his  Ph.D.. 

Dr.  King  was  a very  non-violent 
man  and  was  met  with  much  violence 


from  prejudice  people.  Even  after  his 
house  was  bombed  by  white 
supremacists  in  Atlanta,  he  said  to  an 
angry  crowd  outside,  “I  want  you  to 
love  our  enemies.  Be  good  to  them. 
Love  them  and  let  them  know  you 
love  them."  Why  then,  now  almost  25 
years  after  his  death  are  westill  fighting 
racism  with  violence? 

Dr.  King  met  and  fell  in  love  with 
and  later  married  Miss  Coretta  Scott. 
He  married  Miss  Scott  on  June  18, 
1953  at  her  home  in  Alabama,  with  his 
father  Rev.  Martin  Luther  King  Sr. 
officiating.  They  finished  their 
schooling  and  in  May  of  1954  he 
preached  his  first  sermon  at  Dexter 
Ave.  Baptist  Church  in  Montgomery, 
Alabama,  where  he  took  residence  in 
September  of  that  year.  They  had 
their  first  of  four  children  in  November 
of  1955. 

Dr.  King  did  not  become 
internationally  known  until  the  bus 
boycott  of  1956,  during  the 
Montgomery  Movement.  During  this 
boycott  almost  all  Negroes  of 
Montgomery  found  other 
transportaion  which  caused  the  bus 
system  to  lose  over  750,000  dollars. 
After  this  Dr.  King  became  the 
president  of  the  Montgomery 
Improvement  Association. 

On  May  17,  1957,  Dr.  King  led  a 
prayer  pilgrimage  to  Washington  DC. 
The  estimated  number  of  people  varies 
according  to  sources  from  15,000- 
37,000  people,  10  percent  of  which 
were  white. 

Most  people  know  him  for  his 
second  march  which  took  place  on 
August  28,  # 1963,  in 

Washington  DC. 
where  more  than 


250,000  people,  60,000  of  which  were 
white,  marched  and  listened  to  his 
famous  speech,  “I  Have  A Dream". 

Dr.  King  was  also  the  third  black 
and  the  youngest  person  to  ever  win 
the  Nobel  Prize  for  Peace  in  Norway 
in  1964. 

On  Thursday  April  4,  1968  at 
Lorraine  Motel  in  Memphis  at  6 PM 
Dr  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  was  shot  in 
the  right  jaw  and  neck  region.  He  was 
transported  to  St.  Joseph  Hospital 
where  he  was  pronounced  dead  on 
arrival.  Television  programs  were 
cancelled,  banks,  schools  and  other 
institutions  were  closed,  sporting 
events  were  rescheduled  to  honor  this 
non-violent  man.  But  at  the  same 
time,  just  as  in  the  Rodney  King  case, 
people  began  to  loot  and  destroy  their 
neighborhoods  in  all  major  cities  in 
the  US,  46  people  were  killed.  Was 
this  violence  a decent  way  to  react  to 
this  non-violent  mans  death?  I don’t 
think  this  was  Dr.  Kings  dream.  Just 
as  the  violence  today  is  a disgrace  and 
is  disrespectful  to  the  cause  Dr.  King 
died  for. 

At  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.’s 
funeral  300,000  people,  black  and 
white  showed  up  for  the  procession. 
Blacks  and  whites  alike  mourned  this 
man's  death.  A few  months  later, 
James  Earl  Ray  was  arrested  and  plead 
guilty  to  the  murder  of  Dr.  King,  he 
received  99  years  in  jail.  So  instead  of 
destroy  i ng , d amagi  ng  and  hurting  each 
other  let’s  put  an  end  to  racism  by 
caring  and  loving  one  another.  Let  us 
blacks  and  whites  alike  help  Dr.  King’s 
dream  come  true.

“Don' t Sweat  the  Technique”  takes 
rap  music  to  a higher  level  by  going 
back  to  more  of  an  “old  school”  style  of 
rap.  On  this  album,  Eric  B.  & Rakim 
refrain  from  the  use  of  high  tech  bass 
grooves  and  samples,  replacing  them 
with  the  sound  of  more  traditional  jazz 
riffs.  This  makes  Rakim’ s vocal  style 
jump  out  of  these  tracks  and  grab  hold 
of  your  throat,  leaving  you  begging  for 
more! 

Rakim’s  techniqueis  incomparable 
to  any  other  rapper  in  the  business.  In 
"Relax  with  Pep,"  his  words  roll  all 
over  in  rhyme,  then  continue  on, 
returning  back  to  the  first  stanza.  It  is 
difficult  to  describe,  but  the  songs  on 
this  album  will  take  you  by  surprise — 
guaranteed!  The  “Punisher”  is  about 
how  Rakim.  slays  the  Mc’s  with  his 
Mic  style.The  title  song,  “Don’ t Sweat 
The  Technique,”  is  going  to  remain  my 
favorite  for  a long  time  to  come,  with 
the  string  bass  and  saxophone  in  the 
background  it  should  leave  anyone 
hanging  after  the  first  listen.  The  first 
song  on  this  disc  might  make  the 
average  rap  fan  smell  a rip  off,  but  after 
they  hear  “Pass  The  Hand  Grenade," 
and  "Casualties  of  War,"  no  one  should 
be  dissatisfied.

Meantime 

Helmet’s,  “Meantime."  Is  a good 
album  for  those  who  are  interested  in 
the  combined  sounds  of  Nirvana  and 
Pantera,  only  Meantime  is  better. 

“Meanti  me"  is  basically  an  absolute 
skull  cruncher  of  rock,  metal,  and 
alternative  grunge  fusion  that  is 
packaged  in  a tight  fisted,  garage  type, 
acoustic  sound,  similar  to  that  of  Sonic 
Youth  or  Rollins  Band;  however,  each 
song  is  uniquely  distinguished  from 
the  next.  The  first  track,  “In  the 
Meantime,"  is  a dull  speed  hard-core 
tune  with  some  keen  lyrical  wordplay 
that  should  only  have  come  from  Seattle 
but  this  band  is  from  New  York. 

Helmet' s appearance  gives  you  the 
impression  that  they  are  a bunch  of 
guys  from  a hunting  club,  the  exact 
kind  of  image  that  would  make 
Nirvana's,  Kurt  Kobain  snarl.  Their 
brand  of  garage  rock  is  more  clearly 
defined  from  others.  The  tempo  on  the 
album  rarely  changes  but  the  guitars  on 
every  song  swarm  with  rage  and 
perfection. 

The  music  blend  sort  of  swells  up 
and  explodes  on  you  with  songs  like 
“Turned  Out,”  and  “You  Borrowed," 
but  then  the  pace  speeds  up  and  slows 
down  at  the  same  time  with  "Unsung" 
and  “FBLAII.”

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Body  Count,  Exodus,  Pro-Pain,  and  D.R.I.

It  was  a fear  full  afternoon  as  I 
listened  to  radio  reports  warning 
Chicago  pedestrians  of  the  evening 
concert  at  the  Vic  Theater  presenting 
the  four-band  tour  with  Exodus, 
Pro-Pain,  D.R.I.  and  Ice-T's 
controversial  hard  core  band,  Body 
Count.  Reports  were  predicting 
violence  and  protest  relating  to  Body 
Count’s  "Cop  Killer"  recently  banned 
from  the  SireAVamer  Brothers  LP. 
Police  department  officials,  members 
and  families  in  several  states  have  been 
picketing  the  concert  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  song  is  still  performed  as  part 
of  their  live  show. 

It  was  slightly  frightening  at  about 
6:30  p.m.  as  the  front  of  the  Vic  theater 
was  swarming  with  police  officers, 
protesters,  news  reporters,  and  the  like. 
Off  duty  police  and  families  were 
picketing  wearing  signs  with  the  names 
of  dead  officers  written  in  above  "Slain 
In  The  Line  of  Duty  By  A Cop  Killer", 
picketing  for  an  estimated  3 hours  while 
others  in  uniform  stand  guard. 

What  was  going  on  inside  however 
was  entirely  different.  As  fans  slowly 
gathered  in,  Pro-Pain  opened  the  show 
with  a slow  start.  By  7:30  p.m  the  Vic 
was  packed  with  eager  thrash  fans  who 
were  apparently  unconcerned  with  the 
protest  outside.  D.R.I.  was  the  next 
band  whohit  the  stage  with  muchenergy 
and  enthusiasm  despite  the  fact  that 
their  lead  guitarist  had  injured  his  back 
and  could  not  perform.  As  the  bassist 
handled  the  guitar  work,  D.R.I.  put  on 
an  excellent  yet  astonishingly  short  set. 
Fans  were  driven  wild  by  this  time, 
moshing  with  one  another  in  a frenzy 
and  generally  having  a great  time.  Most 
impressive  was  the  audience  response 
to  Exodus’s  performance. 

Exodus  a heavy  thrash  band  who 
has  been  around  for  a while,  but  have 
not  toured  until  recently.  They  are 
currently  opening  shows  around  the 
country  and  are  doing  considerably 
well.  Lead  singer  Sean  Geraci  is  a true 
madman  who’s  on  stage  performance 
and  energy  is  incomparable.  As  they 
performed  several  songs  new  and  old. 
Sean  made  several  references  to  the 


protest  and  police  officers  in  general 
slandering  the  cop  killer  situation  and 
giving  support  to  Ice-T  and  his  band. 
Fans  continued  on,  shouting  out  the 
lyrics  to  there  classic  song  “Toxic 
Waltz". 

The  show  was  at  it’s  most  tense 
point,  as  the  audience  waited  for  Body 
Count  to  set  up.  As  soon  as  Ice-T hit  the 
stage  the  crowd  was  in  full  action 
chanting  “Body  Count”  and  throwing 
each  other  into  the  air  (always  common 
in  a mosh  pit). 

Ice-T  who  often  comes  across  to 
people  as  one  who  speaks  out  on  topics, 
had  a lot  to  say  about  the  concert,  the 
fans  and  Mayor  Daley ’s  arrest  warning. 
"They  must  have  thought  we  came  here 
to  overthrow  the  city,  or  kill  cops”,  said 
Ice-T,  “We  only  came  here  to  rock  n' 
roll!”.  And  they  did,  with  about  11 
songs  or  so  with  a couple  of  new  ones. 
The  set  was  pretty  impressive  despite  a 
couple  of  Ice-T’s  cheesy  stage  antics 
and  a lot  of  harsh  language. 

As  the  show  came  too  a close  Ice-T 
made  note  of  Mayor  Daley  ’ s statement , 
dial  if  the  controversial  "Cop  Killer" 
was  played  the  band  would  be  arrested 
along  with  anyone  who  sang  the  words. 
Almost  everyone  was  screaming. 
Before  the  song  was  done  Ice-T  said, 
"Everyone  is  an  individual  person  who 
can  make  up  there  minds,  never  bow  to 
anyone”.  Another  comment  made  by 
the  sweat  dripping  rap  star  who  was 
exhausted  at  this  time  was  that  “no  one 
is  free,  there  is  no  freedom  of  speech,  as 
long  as  the  government  makes  you 
believe  there  is." 

The  show  ended  in  peace,  and  no 
arrests  were  made.  The  only  injury’s 
resulted  from  a few  bumps  and  bruises 
caused  by  some  slamdancing 
metalheads.  Neither  the  cops  nor  Ice-T 
had  any  comments  about  the  situation. 
At  first  everyone  anticipated  a follow 
up  to  LA.  Riots,  yet  ended  only  in 
damaged  hearing.  As  a look,  it  was  an 
exiting  show.  The  protest  only  fueled 
the  enthusiasm  of  the  fans.

Count  and  a follow  up  to  Ice-T's  rap 
album  "O.G..  Original  Gangster”  in 
March.

MORE  GOVERNMENT 
SPENDING  IS  NOT  THE  CURE 

As  a centerpiece  of  his  plan  for  economic  revitalization.  President-elect  Bill 
Clinton  has  proposed  $80  billion  in  new  federal  spending  on  Infrastructure  over  the 
next  four  years.  The  justification  for  this  injection  of  government  spending  Is  that 
it  will  spur  economic  growth  in  the  private  sector,  thus  creating  jobs.  However,  tills 
well-intended  government  "jobs"  program  is  ill-advised  for  several  reasons.  First, 
studies  have  shown  that  these  programs  are  extremely  ineffective  in  creating  jobs 
or  turning  around  recessions.  Also,  this  new  government  spending  adds  to  the 
already  large  deficit,  which  is  a primary  cause  of  our  economic  problems.  In 
addition,  it  appears  that  the  economy  is  already  pulling  out  of  the  recession  without 
any  “pump  priming"  by  government.  Finally,  government  is  currently  spending 
unprecedented  amounts  on  infrastructure  improvements. 

A recent  report  in  The  New  York  Times,  which  encompassed  a study  of  all 
major  Presidential  job  programs  since  1933,  concluded  tliut  It  "takes  so  long  to 
establish  these  programs  that  by  the  time  they  are  put  Into  place,  the  economic 
slump  they  were  intended  to  reverse  has  already  ended,"  The  U.S.  General 
Accounting  Office  (GAO)  reported  that  the  $9  billion  Emergency  Jobs  Act  of 
1983,  enacted  in  response  to  a recession,  "was  not  effective  and  timely  In  relieving 
the  unemployment  caused  by  the  recession.. ..Funds  were  spent  slowly,  und 
relatively  few  jobs  were  created  when  most  needed  in  the  economy.”  The  same 
report  found  that  "...less  than  one  percent  of  about  5.8  million  Jobs  created  by  the 
economy  since  the  act  was  passed”  were  attributable  to  the  Emergency  Jobs  Act. 
An  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  study  of  infrastructure  programs 
found  they  did  little  to  help  the  unemployed  because  of  the  relatively  low  labor 
intensity  of  public  works  projects  and  the  high  skill  level  required.  OMB  found 
that  it  cost  between  $70,000  and  $198,000  to  create  each  job.  Furthermore,  the 
average  job  lasted  just  3.5  weeks  and  only  1 2%  of  the  jobs  went  to  the  unemployed. 

In  fact,  a study  of  five  recessions  since  World  War  II  found  diut  government 
attempts  to  ease  or  end  the  recession  were  all  enacted  al  ter  the  end  of  the  recession ! 
Moreover,  each  time  the  government's  "pump  priming"  attempt  exacerbated 
inflation,  increased  interest  rates  and  made  the  next  recession  worse.  Today,  we 
are  spending  significant  amounts  of  taxpayers’  dollars  on  infrastructure 
improvement,  such  as  on  highways  and  streets,  mass  transit,  and  sewers  and 
wastewater  disposal.  Measured  in  constant  1982  dollars,  total  infrastructure 
investment  in  the  U.S.  in  1988  was  $48  billion,  a 100%  Increase  since  1956  and 
up  $12  billion  since  1981.  In  1992.  Congress  passed  the  largest  Infrastructure  bill 
in  history,  committing  $150  billion  for  infrastructure  improvement  over  the  next 
five  years. 

Given  this  history  and  the  fact  that  our  economy  grew  at  an  annual, 
inflation-adjusted  rate  of  3.9%  In  the  last  quarter,  the  next  President  would  be  wise 
to  abandon  these  planned  spending  increases.  Excessive  federal  spending  Is  a 
cause,  not  the  cure,  of  the  most  recent  economic  downturn. 

STUDENT  LOAN  DEFAULTERS 
FACE  LOSS  OF  TAX  REFUNDS 

SPRINGFIELD,  III.,  Oct.  28— Illinois  student  loan  defaulters  face  possible- 
loss  of  1992  federal  income  tax  refunds  under  Federal  legislation  that  continues  a 
very  successful  tax  offset  program.  The  Illinois  Student  Assistance  Commission 
(IS  AC)  has  for  the  eighth  consecutive  year  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  U,  S. 
Department  of  Education  (ED)  to  assign  certain  defaulted  loans  for  the  potential 
offset  of  the  borrowers,  1992  federal  tax  refunds. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement  with  ED,  ISAC  will  certify  for  offset  any 
loans  on  which  there  has  been  no  payment  for  90  days  by  December  4,  1992. 
Borrowers  were  notified  by  letter  in  mid-September  that  their  loans  had  been 
assigned  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education.  The  Department  will  in  turn  assign 
the  accounts  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  (IRS)  for  offset  against  any  1992 

federal  tax  refunds  that  might  be  due  the  borrowers  in  question.  Ifadcbtor  certified 
for  offset  responds  to  the  letter  by  paying  the  loan  in  full  or  by  entering  Into  a 
satisfactory  repayment  schedule  with  ISAC,  the  assignment  of  the  loan  may  be 
canceled.  Last  year,  ISAC  assigned  74,630  accounts  to  ED.  As  of  September  25, 
1992,  that  assignment  resulted  in  over  23,000  borrowers  being  offset  for  a total 
amount  collected  of  over  $18  million.  This  year,  ISAC  has  assigned  76,153 
borrowers  whose  assigned  loans  total  $309.2  million.  "The  government  has 
demon  once  again  its  commitment  to  crack  down  on  student  loan  defaulters,"  said 
ISAC  spokesperson  Bob  Clement. 

The  1992  state  fiscal  year  (July  1.  1991  through  June  30,  1992)  was  another 
record-breaking  year  for  student  loan  collection  the  State  of  Illinois.  ISAC 
collected  $57.4  million  during  the  year.  This  continued  increase  indicates  that 
many  defaul  led  borrowers  want  to  and  are  repay!  ng  their  student  loans.  "The  offset 
program  is  an  effective  method  to  gain  the  attention  of  those  borrowers  who  have 
continually  ignored  the  efforts  of  the  collections  staff  at  ISAC,"  said  Art  Bilski, 
ISAC  Director  of  Claims  and  Collections.  Bilski  urged  borrowers  who  need 
assistance  in  repaying  their  loans  to  contact  an  account  representative  at  (708)

FIRST  AMERICAN  KILLED  IN 
SOMALIA

A US  Army  employee  was  the  first  American  casualty  since  Marines  landed 
in  Mogadishu  on  December  9,  to  ensure  food  delivery  to  starving  Somalians. 

A US  Army  employee  was  killed  and  three  others  were  injured  by  an  anti-tank 
mine  on  December  23  as  they  scouted  an  area  by  Bardera.  Marine  spokesman  Col. 
Fred  Peck  told  reporters  in  Mogadishu  that  the  four  of  them  wereon  a reconnaissance 
mission  to  prepare  for  a planned  Christmas  Eve  push  into  Bardera.  He  stated  that 
the  Army  employee  was  killed  instantly. 

A Whitehouse  statement  said:  “We  regret  the  loss  of  life.  The  Operation 
Restore  Hope  will  continue  as  planned." 

Roads  and  trails  around  Bardera  were  mined  in  recent  weeks  by  warlord 
Mohamed  Said  Hirsi  who  is  holding  the  town. 

The  Army  employee  was  the  third  foreigner  killed  since  the  Marines  arrived. 
The  other  two  were  aid  workers  from  Bulgaria  and  Belgium.

The  disease  AIDS  is  caused  by  the 
humanimmunodeficiency  virus  (HIV). 
This  virus  can  live  in  the  human  body 
for  years  and  be  spread  to  other  people 
before  any  symptoms  appear.  HIV 
makes  it  difficult  for  the  body  to  fight 
infections  and  other  diseases.  As  of 
September  1992.  there  were  24,500 
cases  of  AIDS  in  the  United  States.  It 
is  estimated  that  over  ONE  MILLION 
People  are  HIV  infected.  One  in  every 
200  college  males,  and  one  in  every 
2000  college  females  has  the  HIV 
infection.  Eighty  eight  Percent  (88%) 
of  AIDS  cases  in  Illinois  are  in  the 
Chicagoland  area.  That  includes  the 
Joliet  Junior  College  district. 

If  You  believe  it  is  just  specific 
groups  of  people  who  get  HIV  infected, 
You  are  wrong.  This  disease  crosses 
all  social,  economic  andracial  barriers. 
IT  IS  NOT  WHO  YOU  ARE.  BUT 
WHAT  YOU  DO  THAT  PUTS  YOU 
AT  RISK.  Men  with  HIV  can  infect 
women  as  well  as  other  men.  Women 
can  infect  men  as  well  as  other  women 
and  also  their  unborn  children.  Rarely 
HTV  is  spread  by  breast-feeding.  HIV 
is  transmitted  through  blood,  semen, 
and  vaginal  fluids. 

HIV  infection  includes  more  than 
AIDS.  Increasing  numbers  of  people 
are  HIV  infected.  If  you  do  not 
currently  know  someone  who  is,  you 
probably  will  within  the  next_few 
Years.  People  with  HIV  infection  can 
look  and  feel  very  healthy.  They  can 
work  and  play  just  like  anyone  else. 
We  need  to  be  aware  of  how  HIV  is 
transmitted. 

You  cannot  get  HIV  through 
casual  contact.  Unlike  many  other 
viruses.  HTV  is  not  spread  through  the 
air.  It  is  very  fragile,  and  dies  very 
quickly  outside  the  body.  Skin  without 
cuts  or  sores  helps  protect  us  from  this 
and  other  germs.  HIV  cannot  be  spread 
by  shaking  hands,  sneezing,  coughing, 
a simple  kiss  or  from  toilet  seats,  straws, 
cups,  spoons  and  food.  Insects  and 
animals  do  not  transmit  HIV. 

It  is  very  likely  that  someone  you 
know  is  infected  with  HIV.  HIV  can 
lead  to  AIDS.  Ninety  percent  (90%)  of 
those  diagnosed  with  AIDS  prior  to

1986  are  dead.  It  is  too  early  to  know  if  everyone  diagnosed  with  HIV  will  get 
AIDS,  but  the  statistics  are  not  favorable.  Although  there  is  not  yet  a vaccine  or 
cure  for  HIV  infection  or  AIDS.  YOU  CAN  PROTECT  YOURSELF  AND 
THOSE  YOU  LOVE  FROM  HIV  INFECTION.  Education  and  safe  behavior  are 
our  best  defense  against  the  spread  of  the  virus. 

HIV  is  usually  transmitted  by  having  unprotected  sex  with  an  infected  person; 
by  sharing  needles  and  syringes  with  an  infected  person:  and  during  pregnancy, 
birth  or  breast-feeding  (rarely)  from  infected  mother  to  child.  Since  1985, itis  rare 
to  get  HIV  from  a blood  transfusion  due  to  extensive  testing  of  our  blood  supply. 
You  can  never  get  HIV  from  donating  blood. 

You  can  protect  yourself  by  minimizing  your  risk  behaviors.  It  is  safest  not  to 
have  sex,  or  to  postpone  sex  until  marriage.  If  you  have  sex,  using  condoms  greatly 
lowers  your  risk  of  HIV  infection.  Use  a latex  condom  every  time,  from  start  to 
finish.  Mixing  drugs  and  alcohol  with  sex  clouds  your  judgement,  making  it  more 
likely  that  you  will  have  unprotected  sex  and/or  share  needles.  If  you  share  needles 
and  syringes,  clean  them  twice  with  bleach  and  twice  with  water  between  use  with 
each  person.  Sharing  needles  for  steroids  is  just  as  dangerous  as  for  any  other  use. 
Whenever  you  share  blood,  semen,  or  vaginal  fluids  with  someone  who  may  have 
HIV,  you  are  at  risk.  You  also  share  that  risk  with  others  you  engage  in  risky 
behaviors  with.

Prison  Buildup  Overshadowed  by 
Rising  Inmate  Population 

The  Illinois  Department  of  Corrections  has  undertaken  a massive, 
half-billion-dollar  building  effort  over  the  last  decade.  Comptroller  Dawn  Clark 
Netsch  reported  today.  Despite  the  buildup,  however,  Corrections  officials  say 
the  prison  system  is  severely  overcrowded  Though  the  Department  of  Corrections 
has  spend  $564.4  million  on  capital  projects  since  1983,  Corrections  populations 
have  more  than  doubled  during  that  lime,  leaving  a system  with  a capacity  for 
24,215  prisoners  holding  30,432  adults. 

Corrections  ranks  as  the  fifth  largest  recipient  of  General  Funds  monies,  but 
it  is  among  the  fastest  growing  (by  1 30  percent  since  1983).  more  than  doubling 
the  growth  rates  of  the  state's  most  costly  agencies  Public  Aid.  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  Higher  Education  and  Mental  Health,  respectively. 

Since  1983  Corrections  has  received  more  than  88  percent  of  its  funds  from  the 
state's  General  Revenue  Fund.  Total  GRF  spending  of  S565.5  million  for 
Corrections  in  fiscal  1992  was  $21.8  million  greater  (or  more  than  2.3  times) 
spending  of  $243.7  million  in  fiscal  1983.  At  the  same  time,  the  number  of  people 
either  in  Corrections  custody  or  under  its  supervision  grew  to  55,489.

Illinois  There  are  a number  of  changes 
which  can  have  an  effect  on  your  taxes 
this  year.  I’d  like  to  share  them  with 
you.  One  change  that  will  certainly 
save  you  time  and  effort  is  modification 
of  the  tax  tables  in  the  Form  1040 
instructions.  They  now  cover  taxable 
income  up  to  $100,000,  so  if  you  file 
the  Form  1040,  you  will  not  have  to 
calculate  your  taxes  if  your  taxable 
income  is  over  $50,000  as  you  did  last 
year.  These  changes  are  also  outlined 
in  your  tax  package  and  in  publication 
553,  “Highlights  of  1 992Tax  Changes.” 
Both  the  personal  exemption  and  the 
standard  deduction  are  indexed  for 
inflation  and  have  once  again  been 
increased. 

For  1992,  the  personal  exemption 
is  $2,300  (up  from  $2, 150  for  1991).  If 
you  can  be  claimed  as  someone  else’s 
dependent,  you  will  not  be  able  to  take 
the  personal  exemption  on  your  own 
tax  return.  There  has  also  been  an 
increase  in  the  standard  deduction  for 
1992  (used  by  those  who  do  not 
itemize).  The  standard  deduction  for 
single  individuals  has  been  increased 
to  $3,600  from  $3,400  last  year.  For 
married  filing  jointly,  it  has  been 
increased  to  $6,000  from  $5,700.  The 
standard  deduction  for  head  of 
household  and  married  filing  separate 
returns  are  $5,250  and  $3,000 
respectively  (up  from  $5,000  and 
$2,850  last  year). 

Your  standard  deduction  is  more  if 
you  are  over  65,  blind,  or  both.  In 
addition,  some  high  income  individuals 
may  lose  all  or  part  of  their  personal 
exemptions  and  deductions.  More 
information  is  available  in  Publication 
501,  “Exemptions,  Standard 

Deductions,  and  Filing  Information.” 
If  you  are  not  sure  where  you  fit  in,  call 
our  information  number — 

l-(800)-829-1040  or  check  with  your 
tax  advisor. 

A number  of  tax  breaks  expired  on 
June  30,  1992.  Employees  who  get 
financial  aid  for  education  as  a fringe 
benefit  for  courses  not  directly  related 
to  their  job  must  pay  tax  on  the  aid 
received  after  June  30.  Self  employed 
people  will  not  be  able  to  separately 
deduct  25  percent  of  their  health 
insurance  premium  for  the  period  after 
June  30.  These  changes  are  spelled  out 
in  greater  detail  in  Publication  553  and 
the  instructions  for  your  tax  forms. 
There  is  an  important  change  for  those 
of  you  claiming  residence  interest 
deduction  involving  a seller-financed 
mortgage.  The  buyer  must  now  include 
the  seller's  name,  address  and  tax 
identification  number  on  Schedule  A, 
and  the  seller  must  include  the  same 
information  for  the  buyer  on  Schedule 
B.  Another  change  is  in  mileage  rates. 
The  business  mileage  rate  for  1992 
increased  to  28  cents.  This  amount  is 
for  all  miles  driven  on  business.  If  you 
use  your  car  for  medical  and  moving 


expenses  the  rate  is  9 cents;  and  for 
charitable  activities,  12  cents;  Be  sure 
to  keep  a log  of  mileage  and  expenses 
in  case  we  ask  you  for  it.  Check  out 
Publication  463,  “Travel, 
Entertainment  and  Gift  Expenses"  for 
more  information  on  mileage  and  other 
business  expenses.  Again  this  year, 
medicare  and  social  security  taxes  will 
be  shown  separately  onyour W-2  forms. 

If  you  worked  for  more  than  one 
employer,  you  may  have  excess  social 
security  tax  payments  which  should  be 
credited  to  your  income  tax  withholding 
or  added  to  your  refund.  Use  the 
worksheet  in  your  tax  package  if  this 
applies  to  you.  For  copies  of  the 
publications  I mentioned,  or  any  of  our 
100  free  publications,  call  us  at 
1-800-829-3676. 

IRS  District  Director  for  northern 
Illinois  As  much  as  we  all  want  our  tax 
filing  to  go  smoothly,  sometimes  there 
are  delays  and  problems,  beyond  our 
immediate  control,  in  getting  all  our 
information  together.  One  area  in  which 
we  seem  to  get  a number  of  calls  for 
help  each  year  concerns  non-receipt  of 
W-2s  and  Forms  1099. 

If  you  were  an  employee  at  any 
time  during  1992,  you  should  receive 
your  Form  W-2,  “Wage  and  Tax 
Statement,”  from  your  employer  or 
employers  by  January  31. 

But,  what  if  you  don’ t receive  them? 
We  can  help  you  to  obtain  your  W-2, 
but  you  must  wait  until  February  15, 
and  make  every  effort  to  help  yourself. 
If  you  have  moved,  or  held  a number  of 
jobs  during  the  year,  it  is  possible  one 
or  more  W-2s  may  not  reach  you.  Let 
me  suggest  a few  actions  you  can  take, 
on  your  own,  prior  to  calling  us  for 
assistance. 

Write  your  former  employer  giving 
him  or  her  your  name,  former  and 
current  address,  and  social  security 
number.  It  would  also  speed  up  the 
process  if  you  included  a self  addressed 
stamped  envelope.  Go  to  your  former 
employer  and  pick  it  up.  You  might 
want  to  call  first  to  be  sure  it  i s avail  able. 

If  you  are  working  for  the  same 
employer  and  have  not  received 
your  W-2,  check  with  your  payroll  or 
personnel  department.  After  February 
1 5 , if  you  have  tried  your  best,  and  you 
have  still  been  unable  to  obtain  your 
W-2  or  1099  forms,  you  can  call  us  at 
1-80040.  We  will  provide  you  with  a 
form  which  can  be  used  as  a substitute 
W-2  and  also  write  to  your  employer 
asking  why  you  did  not  receive  a W-2. 
By  the  same  token  if  you  worked  as  an 
independent  contractor;  had  interest  or 
dividend  income;  gambling  winnings; 
pensions,  etc.  you  should  also  have 
received  your  Forms  1099,  by  January 
31 . as  well.  I would  like  to  stress  that  if 
you  had  income  that  should  have  been 
reported  on  a Form  1099,  you  are 
responsible  for  reporting  it  on  your  tax 
form  even  if  you  do  not  receive  a Form 
1099.  Before  calling  the  IRS,  however.

ICE-T  AT  A RECENT  CONCERT

As  many  of  you  saw  on  the  news,  Monday,  December  28,  Chicago  police  and 
families  picketed  Ice-T  and  his  group  Body  Count  at  the  Vic  Theatre.  As  you  know 
police  all  over  the  US  have  been  picketing  Body  Count  to  oppose  their  hit  Cop 
Killer,  and  successfully  boycotted  Warner  Bros.  Until  they  took  Cop  Killer  off 
their  first  album.

When  I spoke  with  Ice-T  he  said  he  was  concerned  with  the  way  some  of  his 
followers  might  react  to  the  police  outside.  When  Ice-T  was  on  stage  he 
emphasized  that  those  people  picketing  had  the  right  to  do  so,  just  as  he  had  the 
right  to  sing  his  popular  hit  Cop  Killer.  He  encouraged  everyone  there  to  show 
respect  and  leave  peacefully  with  no  comments  to  the  police  standing  outside. 

Before  singing  Cop  Killer  he  explained  that  he  was  not  trying  to  tell  kids  to  go

be  sure  to  have  your  complete  name,  address,  and  social  security  number  handy, 
as  well  as  the  name,  address,  and  phone  number  of  your  employer  If  you  know 
your  employer's  tax  identification  number,  it  could  speed  the  process  I would  like 
to  suggest  a few  steps  you  can  take  to  prevent  problems  next  year  - If  you  change 
jobs  during  1993,  make  sure  your  former  employer  has  your  correct  mailing 
address,  likewise,  If  you  close  an  account,  make  sure  the  financial  institution  has 
your  current  address.  - If  you  move,  rmtify  the  post  office  as  well  as  your  former 
employers  and  financial  institutions  of  your  new  address,  - Finally,  keep  copies  of 
your  pay  stubs,  bank  statements  and  other  such  financial  records  throughout  the 
year  You  can  use  these  records  to  reconstruct  your  tax  information  and  file  a 
substitute  form  if  you  are  unable  to  get  all  of  your  Forms  W-2  or  1099s.

The  best  Joliet-area  athletic  sports 
ticket  is  right  here  on  1216  Houbolt 
Avenue.  The  Joliet  Junior  College 
men’s  basketball  team  has  been  the 
area's  most  successful  cage  unit  during 
the  last  two  seasons. 

And  sometimes,  you  would  wonder 
if  the  student  body  really  cared.  "I 
don ' t think  that  the  student  body  here  at 
Joliet  Junior  College  knows  what  they 
are  missing,"  said  JJC  Head  Coach  Pat 
Kiingler,  who  guided  the  Wolves  to  a 
fifth-place  finish  at  last  year's  NJCAA 
Division  11  Finals  in  Michigan. 

"You  see  some  outstanding 
basketball  players  at  the  JUCO  level.  I 
played  at  this  level  for  two  years  and 
we  had  a tremendous,  positive 
atmospher  at  the  school  I attended 
(Kaskaskia  College).  It  has  been 
difficult  for  us  to  create  a positive 
atmosphere  here  for  some  reason." 

After  18  games  into  the  1992-93 
season,  Klingler's  Wolves  are  14-4, 
2-0  in  the  competitive  North  Central 
Community  College  Conference.  The 
Wolves,  who  became  the  first  Division 
II  (non-scholarship)  school  to  ever  win 
the  Lake  Land  Laker  Classic 
championship  in  early  December,  are 
vying  to  become  the  first  JJC  men's 
basketball  team  to  win  an  N4C 
championship  since  the  1979-80 
campaign. 


"Winning  the  N4C  title  is  definitely 
high  on  our  priority  list,  that’s  for  sure,” 
said  Kiingler,  the  1991-92  Region  IV 
Division  II  Coach  of  the  Year.  “We 
started  out  the  conference  campaign  by 
winning  at  Moraine  Valley,  which  may 
not  lose  another  conference  game  all 
season.  And  then  we  defeated  DuPage, 
the  defending  N4C  champions,  at  Wills 
Gymnasium." 

Speaking  of  Joliet’s  Wills 
Gymnasium,  Klingler’s  cagers  have 
been  invincible  at  home  the  last  two 
years. 

After  a 92-81  win  over  DuPage  on 
January  12,  the  Wolves  raised  their 
homecourt  winning  streak  to  2 1 straight. 
Last  year  JJC  was  12-0  at  home  as  it  is 
8-0  this  season. 

“We  are  very  proud  of  our  home 
winning  streak.  Not  many  colleges  ever 
produce  a winning  streak  of  21 
consecutive  victories."  Kiingler  said. 
"And  to  take  our  program  to  another 
level,  we  need  support  We  need  to  fill 
Wills  Gymnasium  on  a constant  basis 
to  take  the  men’s  basketball  program  to 
another  level. 

"I  really  doubt  if  we  have  had  10 
Joliet  Junior  College  faculty, staff  and 
administrators  at  the  same  game  this 
year.  The  adult  support  we  have  received 
from  the  Joliet  community  has  been 
very  positive.  Our  support  should  begin 
at  the  top  and  work  its  way  down," 
continued  Kiingler,  who  was  a standout 
recruiter  and  assistant  coach  at  Eastern 


New  Mexico  for  three  years  before  being  named  head  coach  at  Joliet  Junior  College 
in  the  summer  of  1991. 

“It  is  almost  like  I have  to  apologize  to  our  student/athlete  basketbal  players, 
who  don't  receive  any  scholarships.  Our  players  are  good  enough  to  have  gone  to 
scholarship  colleges,  but  they  chose  to  attend  Joliet  Junior  College." 

Sophomore  guard  Scon  Hasenjaeger,  a Joliet  Central  High  School  graduate,  leads 
the  Wolves  in  scoring  with  a 20.5  scoring  average.  During  his  two-year  stint  at  JJC, 
the6  3"  Hasenjaeger  has  scored  I,082points,a20-plusscoring  average.  Sophomore 
guard  Will  Tuttle  from  New  Lenox  Lincoln-Way  High  School  sports  a 1 7. 1 scoring 
average  and  was  named  Region  IV  Division  II  Player  of  the  Week  for  his 
performance  the  week  of  January  4. 

Sophomore  Albert  Dixon,  a Chicago  Austin  Academy  graduate,  is  averaging 
12.8  points  a game,  center  Keith  Kinzler  1 1 .7.  freshman  forward  Kelly  Lynch  1 1 .2. 
freshman  guard  Bob  Krahulik  9.4  and  freshman  guard  Ivan  Colbert  8.6. 

Kinzler,  a Joliet  Catholic  High  School  graduate,  is  the  Region  IV’s  top 
rebounder,  averaging  14.5  boards.  Lynch  is  among  the  leading  field  goal  shooters 
with  a .61 3 percentage.  Tuttle  is  averaging  6.3  assists  and  Krahulik,  a LaGrange 
Park  Nazareth  Academy  graduate,  4.6. 

“Weput  a solid,  positive  product  on  the  court  each  and  every  game.  Sometimes 
I wonder  if  itis  appreciated,"  said  Coach  Kiingler.  “Our  coaching  staff  realizes  that 
we  are  playing  fine  basketball  and  doing  things  correctly.  And  I do  know  that 
people  here  at  Joliet  Junior  College  are  behind  us.  But  talk  is  cheap." 

Kiingler  then  talked  about  his  team’s  performance  during  the  first  1 8 games  of  the 
season. 

“Last  year  at  this  time  we  had  lost  nine  games.  Of  those  nine  losses,  four 
probably  should  have  been  victories."  said  dingier.  “But  of  our  four  losses  this 
season,  I’m  not  so  sure  we  can  feel  so  badly  about  those.  We  have  lost  to  four 
quality  teams  — Rend  Lake,  Kaskaskia,  Kankakee  and  Indian  Hills  in  Iowa. 
Kankakee  and  Indian  Hills  are  nationally-ranked. 

"Besides  winning  the  conference  this  season,  we  want  to  host  two  games  in  the 
Region  IV  Division  post-season  tournament.  We  want  to  get  back  to  the  NJCAA 
Finals." 

Klingler’s  assistants  are  the  legendary  John  Jones,  an  IBCA  Hall  of  Fame 
member,  and  Joe  Kuhn.  Last  year,  the  Wolves  were  25-11  overall,  9-3  in  the 
conference.  It  was  the  first  time  since  the  1980-81  campaign  that  JJC  finished  above 

the  .500  mark. 


The  1992-93  Joliet  Junior  College  Conference  Champions 
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Tuition  Increase  Proposed

The  JJC  School  Board  has  pro- 
posed an  increase  in  tuition  that  would 
be  effective  for  the  Fall  1994  term. 

Board  of  Trustees  member  Tom 
Smith  said  that  “JJC  has  maintained  a 
balanced  budget  for  the  last  23  years.” 
To  continue  this  trend,  the  board  will 
most  likely  “increase  the  tuition  three 
dollars  per  credit  hour  in  1994,  and 
then  a two  dollar  increase  in  each  of 
the  next  three  to  five  years.”  Smith 
explained  that  the  increase  "will  not 
provide  additional  money  for  new 
teachers  or  facilities,  rather  it  will 
maintain  the  status  quo.”  He  sug- 
gested, “Perhaps  the  current  drop  in  in 
enrollment,  the  first  in  years,  is  due  to 
tuition  increases.  We  could  be  pricing 
ourselves  out  of  our  market." 

Paul  Brinkman,  JJC’s  Vice-Presi- 
dent for  Business  and  Financial  Af- 
fairs, believes  there  is  no  way  around 
the  tuition  increases.  "Every  dollar  we 
increase  tuition  creates  $192,000  of 
additional  revenue.  The  proposed  bud- 
get, with  the  tuition  increase,  will  leave 
only  a $ 1 1 9,000  excess,  which  will  go 
to  teacher  salaries.” 

Brinkman  said  that  the  “total  rev- 
enue generated  from  local  property 
tax,  state  appropriated  funds,  and  local 
investments  does  not  allow  for  the 
balanced  budget  that  is  required  by 
law.  The  only  flexibility  we  have  is  to 
increase  tuition.” 


Smith  suggested  JJC  seek  other 
means  to  increase  revenue.  ‘The  area 
school  districts  are  lining  up  for  in- 
creased tax  revenue  from  the  riverboat 
gambling  in  Joliet,  so  why  can’t  JJC?” 
Brinkman  explained  that  this  is  not 
viable  because  “the  Joliet  schools  arc 
in  an  economic  crisis,  while  JJC  has 
had  a balanced  budget  for  the  past  two 
decades.” 

Smith  proposed  other  means  of 
increasing  revenue  at  JJC.  “We  need 
a perochial  school  attitude;  we  could 
generate  money  through  alumni  and 
other  types  of  fundraising.  Otherwise, 
the  only  way  to  break  the  status  quo 
and  end  tuition  increases  is  to  hold  a 
tax  referendum.” 

Vice-President  Brinkman  believes 
that  a tax  referendum  is  not  necessary 
yet.  According  to  the  Office  of  Busi- 
ness and  Financial  Affairs,  the  state 
average  price  per  hour  of  community 
college  credit  is  $37.19,  and  the  aver- 
age price  of  the  community  colleges  in 
the  surrounding  counties  is  $39.51. 
Even  with  the  proposed  increase,  JJC’ s 
tuition  will  be  $36.00  per  credit  hour. 

It  is  questionable  how  much  an 
increase  in  tuition  will  affect  the  stu- 
dent body.

JJC  men’s  basketball  coach,  Pat 
Klingler,  predicts  that  his  1 993-’ 94 
Wolves  will  top  the  30-6  record  of  last 
year’s  squad. 

The  Wolves,  ranked  #3  in  the  na- 
tion, placed  fourth  at  the  National 
Junior  College  Athletic  Association 
Division  II  Finals  last  year.  The  team 
also  won  its  first  North  Central  Com- 
munity College  Conference  title  with 
an  11-1  record. 

Four  players  return:  Kelly  Lynch, 
Bob  Krahulik,  Ivan  Colbert  and  Eric 
Cooper.  Lynch,  a 6’9”  guard  re- 
cruited from  West  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
averaged  1 2.4  points  and  7.2  rebounds 
at  center.  6’  guard  Krahulik  averaged 
8.6  points,  5.3  assists,  and  shot  76% 
from  the  line.  Colbert  a 5’1 1”  guard, 
was  second  on  the  team  in  3-pointers 
with  63.  Cooper,  a 6'  guard,  is  ex- 
pected to  assume  a leadership  role  this 
year.  Lynch,  Krahulik,  and  Colbert 
were  All-Conference  last  year. 


The  rest  of  the  team  consists  of: 
Craig  Brunes,  Chris  Fisher,  Paul 
Kobialko,  Haris  Mujezinovic,  Michael 
Paul  Nondas,  Frank  Schoenauer,  Aaron 
Schram,  and  Michael  Smith. 

Expectations  are  high  for  Brunes, 
a guard  who  was  third  runner-up  as 
Mr.  Basketball  in  Indiana  for  the  ‘91- 
'92  year.  Mujezinovic,'  who  came 
from  Bosnia  in  1987,  played  high 
school  ball  in  Chicago  while  averag- 
ing 18.4  points  and  over  16  boards  a 
game  at  center/forward.  Coach  K 
states,  “He  should  be  one  of  the  domi- 
nant big  men  the  next  two  seasons." 
JJC  has  four  6'9"  players  to  help  the 
team  reach  new  heights. 

The  Wolves  hold  a 28  game  home 
winning  streak  and  hope  everyone  will 
come  out  for  the  upcoming  games:

Dr.  Ivo  Banac,  Professor  of  His- 
tory and  Master  of  Pierson  College  at 
Yale  University,  spoke  to  JJC  students 
and  staff  Novembcr4  about  Post  Com- 
munist Eastern  Europe. 

Banac  attempted  to  answer  the 
question,  “How  could  a system  that 
promised  such  a great  world  collapse?" 
He  slated  that  factors  such  as  pressure 
from  the  Western  world,  unfaithful- 
ness of  party  members,  and  internal 
conflicts  were  major  elements  that 
contributed  to  the  downfall  of  the  com- 
munist system  in  Eastern  Europe. 

Banac  said  that  problems  were  al- 
ways present  in  Eastern  Europe,  but 
the  problems  were  not  brought  to  the 
public  attention  until  1989  when  the 
Berlin  Wall  came  down.  He  also  men- 
tioned that  the  United  States  foreign 


policy  has  been  improper  throughout 
the  collapse  of  communism,  due  to  its 
concentration  on  one  area  (Russia) 
instead  of  the  former  Warsaw  Pact 
nations.  Banac  said,  “(The  United 
States)  has  one  eye  on  Moscow;  this  is 
the  problem  today.” 

Banac  felt  that  key  problems  that 
have  developed  since  the  fall  of  com- 
munism include  the  peaceful 
decommunization  of  Eastern  Nations, 
bringing  the  countries  up  to  demo- 
cratic standards,  finding  the  nations' 
identities,  and  learning  to  deal  with 
powerful  nations. 

Banac  was  quick  to  add  that  East- 
ern Europe  does  not  expect  money 
from  other  nations.  Instead,  it  wants 
security  (Nato  lines  extending  to  the 
East)  and  fair  treatment  with  its  goods 
in  the  Western  market. 


Student  Killed  New  Trustees 


Douglas  Petan,  20,  of  Crest  Hill 
died  in  an  armed  robbery  of  the  Jiffy 
Lube  on  Larkin  Avenue. 

Petan  had  been  working  at  Jiffy 
Lube  for  the  past  four  years  and  planned 
on  a career  in  the  automotive  field.  He 
majored  in  automotive  science  at  JJC 
and  would  have  been  married  after 
graduating  college. 

Jiffy  Lube  International  is  offering 
a $10, 000 reward  for  information  lead- 
ing to  the  arrest  of  the  killer.  The  staff 
of  The  Blazer  would  like  to  extend  its 
condolences  to  the  Petan  family. 


Two  new  trustees  were  in- 
stalled as  members  of  the  school 
board  at  the  November  8 meeting. 

In  the  election,  Joyce  E.  Heap  of 
Joliet  was  overwhelmingly  re- 
elected. Heap,  who  led  by  nearly 
3000  votes  over  her  nearest  chal- 
lenger, was  named  chairwoman  of 
the  board.

NAFTA  Voted  On

After  a long  day  of  heated  debate, 
the  House  of  Representatives  passed 
NAFTA  on  a 234  to  200  vote.  The 
victory  was  a narrow  one  for  Clinton, 
with  many  representatives  not  decid- 
ing on  their  vote  until  the  last  hours. 

This  vote  was  unique  in  the  area  of 
party  support.  In  fact,  the  GOP  sup- 
ported NAFTA  more  than  the  Demo- 
crats did.  Republicans  voted  132  yes 
and  43  no.  Democrates  voted  102  yes 
and  156  no. 

The  relationship  between  Clinton 
and  his  party  has  been  strained  since 
the  bill  was  first  presented.  Major 
Democratic  leaders  Richard  Gephardt 
and  David  Bonior  both  voted  against 


the  trade  agreement. 

In  a speech  after  the  vote,  Clinton 
stated  that  the  House  “chose  to  com- 
pete, not  to  retreat.”  He  praised  those 
who  worked  to  pass  the  bill,  including 
Bill  Daly  and  Mickey  Kantor,  two  key 
players  in  the  debate. 

Once  the  bill  is  signed  into  law, 
Clinton  will  have  the  power  to  gradu- 
ally lower  tariffs  on  Mexican  and  Ca- 
nadian goods.  Consumers  are  not  ex- 
pected to  see  immediate  changes. 

What  happens  after  that  is  still  in 
question.  Clinton  believes  that  only 
positive  changes  will  happen.  People 
like  Ross  Perot,  however,  still  antici- 
pate a “giant  sucking  sound.”

Stobart  Spreads  the  Word

Originally  produced  on  Brodway 
in  1983,  K2,  directed  and  produced  by 
Roz  Stone,  was  the  second  play  in  the 
1993-1994  JJC  theater  season. 

Mt.  K2,  towering  at  27,000  feet, 
set  the  stage  for  the  show  put  on  by  JJC 
last  weekend.  The  action  took  place 
between  Harold  and  Taylor,  two  life 
long  friends  who  were  taking  one  last 
great  adventure.

Stone 
said,  “A  community  college  serves  as 
a cultural  center  in  any  community. 


and  JJC  is  no  different.”  Stone  did  not 
want  to  set  the  wrong  example  for  the 
community,  but  she  thought  this  show 
said  something  important. 

K2  was  originally  a double  cast 
show.  The  cast  that  performed  on 
Wednesday  and  Friday  was  Beau 
Kyburz  as  Taylor  and  Brent  Munoz  as 
Harold.  The  cast  that  was  set  to 
perform  Thursday  and  Saterday  night 
was  Jamie  Novotny,  a veteran  of  the 
JJC  theater,  and  Mike  Riola.  Riola, 
however,  was  injured  prior  to  the  show 
and  Kyburz  performed  in  his  place. 

Stone  would  like  to  extend  her 
thanks  to  Alex  Andrews  from  the  Chi- 
cago Mountainering  Club  who  taught 
the  actors  to  climb.  She  would  like  to 
thank  Ken  Endres  who  designed  the 
mountain,  stage  manager  DannFranke, 
Jerry  Lewis,  and  the  rest  of  the  fine  arts 
department.

John  Stobart,  the  faculty  sponsor 
of  JJC’s  literary  magazine,  Wordeater, 
would  like  the  world  to  know  about  the 
upcoming  issue. 

For  the  past  22  years  Wordeaterhns 
been  providing  a “platform  for  enthu- 
siastic JJC  writers  to  prove  their  learn- 
ing, sensitivity,  and  artistry  with 
words."

For  each  issue,  Stobart  establishes 
an  editorial  board  of  students  to  re- 
view submissions.  "I  try  to  create  a 
representative  group  that  appreciates 
literature  for  a variety  of  reasons.  1 
usually  find  students  from  my  cre- 
ative writing  and  contemporary  litera- 
ture classes  that  I know  are  respon- 
sible" 

The  upcoming  issue  of  Wordeater, 
number  85,  has  already  been  com- 
pleted and  will  be  scattered  ucross  the 
campus  by  late  November.  That  issue 
of  Wordeater  marks  a small  break  with 
the  past.  Stobart  explained,  “We  have 
gone  to  an  off-campus  printer  and  have 
a great  deal  more  room  to  work  with. 
We  have  addedselcctions  from  fac- 
ulty and  alumni  writers  that  have  been 
invited  to  submit  work.  That  way,  we 
get  a broader  representation  of  the 
talent  at  JJC."

Saigon  Kicks

Rudy  is  not  just  a film  for  the  fans 
Joliet  Catholic  and  Notre  Dame.  It 
goes  beyond  the  values  of  football  and 
delves  into  the  pursuit  of  a dream. 

Rudy  is  a story  based  on  the  life  of 
local  Joliet  native  Dan  Ruettiger  who 
played  football  at  Joliet  Catholic  and 
then  at  Notre  Dame.  Rudy  wasn’t  the 
average  college  football  prospect,  to 
say  the  least.  It  is  how  he  arrived  there 
and  what  he  did  while  there  that  makes 
the  story  special.  Rudy  was  played  by 
Sean  Astin  (Goonies). 

The  movie  begins  with  a group  of 
kids  playing  sandlot  football.  Since 
Rudy  was  such  a small  kid,  all  he  did 
was  hike  the  ball  and  watch  from  there. 
He  was  always  told  he  was  too  small  to 
play  football. 

As  the  movie  progressed,  Rudy 
revealed  his  great  love  for  Notre  Dame 
football.  “You’ll  see  me  on  that  field 
someday,"  said  Rudy  while  watching 
aNDgame  with  his  family.  More  than 
anything,  Rudy  wanted  to  play  foot- 
ball for  the  Fighting  Irish,  but  his  size 
and  financial  situation  kept  his  dream 
just  a dream. 

Rudy’s  closest  friend  was  killed  at 
work  right  before  his  eyes.  This  friend 


was  the  only  person  who  believed  Rudy 
could  get  to  ND.  After  his  friends’ 
funeral,  Rudy  left  for  South  Bend. 

He  attended  a Holy  Cross  Junior 
College  until  he  was  accepted  at  Notre 
Dame  in  the  last  semester  of  his  eligi- 
bility. Rudy  became  good  friends  with 
the  head  groundskeeper  and  began  to 
work  for  him  on  the  Irish’s  football 
field. 

Keeping  his  word,  he  tried  out  for 
the  ND  football  team.  Since  he  was  so 
small,  he  was  confined  to  being  used 
as  a practice  player,  which  did  not 
bother  him.  Day  in,  day  out,  Rudy  got 
pounded,  run  over,  and  nearly  decapi- 
tated by  the  huge  ND  regulars.  No 
matter  how  bloodied  his  jersey  or  how 
bruised  his  body  was,  Rudy  practiced 
everyday  and  gave  his  absolute  all 
while  doing  so.  The  Notre  Dame 
coaches  began  to  tell  the  other 
players, "Why  Don’t  you  have  half  the 
heart  and  desire  as  Ruettiger.”  Rudy 
went  to  the  coach  and  asked  if  he  could 
just  suit  up,  not  play,  for  just  one  home 
game.  The  coach  agreed  but  then  was 
fired.  Rudy’s  dream  was  shot  down. 
He  had  become  so  loved  and  respected 
by  the  other  Irish  players  that  they 
refused  to  play  until  the  new  coach

allowed  Rudy  to  suit  up. 

It  was  the  last  home  game  of  the 
season  versus  Georgia  Tech.  A short, 
stocky  guy  wearing  #45  led  the  Fight- 
ing Irish  out  of  the  tunnel  and  onto  the 
field.  Rudy's  dream  had  come  true. 
He  watched  the  game  as  a player,  not 
as  a fan.  With  Notre  Dame  leading 
convincingly  and  a few  minutes  left  to 
play,  the  football  team  began  to  chant 
“Rudy,  Rudy,"  and  soon  was  heard 
throughout  the  stadium.  It  was  down 
to  a few  ticks  on  the  clock.  Rudy  ran 
out  onto  the  field  and  lined  up  as  de- 
fensive end.  The  ball  was  hiked  and 
#45  charged  the  QB  and  tackled  him 
foraloss.  Thegameended,butRudy’s 
time  in  the  spotlight  had  just  begun. 

The  story  of  Dan  Ruettiger  is  more 
than  just  about  football.  It  is  about  all 
of  those  people  out  in  the  world  with  a 
dream  of  accomplishing  something  but 
feel  they  cannot  due  to  other  peoples 
thoughts.  Rudy  showed  that  if  you 
have  a dream,  keep  pursuing  it  until 
you  are  satisfied.  Do  not  let  anything 
prevent  you  from  achieving  your  goal. 

In  one  scene  Rudy  says  to  a friend 
“I  have  got  to  get  on  that  field  and 
prove  to  everyone...”  His 
groundskeeper  friend  says  “You  don’t 
have  to  prove  nothin’  to  nobody  but 
yourself.”

New  and  Improved,  Saigon  Kick 
recently  released  their  second  disc. 
Water. 

Although  they  lost  lead  singer  Matt 
Kramer  and  bassist  Tom  De  Filo,  the 
resulting  three-piece  has  managed  to 
maintain  their  unique  sound.  Gutarist 
Jason  Bieler,  who  also  writes  all  the 
music,  has  taken  on  the  lead  vocals. 

The  result  is  a much  lighter  sound 
on  Water  than  was  evident  on  their 
debut  disc.  The  Lizard.  Water  lacks 
the  anger,  cynicism,  and  darkness  that 
pervaded  the  first  album,  and  replaces 
it  with  up-tempo  balladry. 

Overall,  Water  showcases  their 
various  influences.  Saigon  Kick’s 
heavy  side  is  immediately  evident  on 
the  disc  opener,  “One  Step  Closer.” 
Both  the  tracks  “I  Love  You”  and  “On 
and  On”  undoubtedly  pay  homage  to 
U2.  “When  You  Were  Mine”  and  the 
reprise  that  closes  the  album  are  an 
obvious  attempt  to  become  Extreme, 
their  tourmates  last  winter.  “Sergeant 
Steve”  displays  the  manditory  Beatles' 
influence,  and  David  Bowie’s  “Space 
Oddity”is  covered  nearly  note  for  note. 

I am  very  impressed  by  the  new 
Saigon  Kick.  They  have  taken  a major 
step  up  from  playing  song  that  all 
sound  the  same,  to  creating  an  unusual 
combination  of  moods  and  melodies.

There  is  No  Alternative

Enuff  Znuff,  a quartet  native  of 
Chicago’s  south  suburbs,  has  found 
the  road  to  success  littered  with  pit- 
falls. 

Their  self  titled  debut  went  gold 
almost  overnight  because  of  MTV  air- 
play of  the  singles  “Fly  High  Michelle” 
and  "New  Thing."  The  band’s  sopho- 
more effort.  Strength,  was  far  more 
musically  mature  but  went  virtually 
unrecognized.  Following  this  disap- 
pointment, a series  of  line-up  changes 
and  other  personal  problems  ensued. 
Contractual  problems  with  Atco 
records  left  them  in  litigation  for  al- 
most a year,  and  they  were  unable  to 
release  a third  record.  Drummer  Vikki 
Foxx  was  lured  away  by  the  immedi- 
ate stardom  of  playing  in  former  Mot- 
ley Crue  singer  Vince  Neil’s  new  band. 
In  late  1992,  Atco  released  them  from 
their  contract,  and  they  received  a sec- 
ond chance  with  Arista  records. 

The  result  is  Animals  With  Human 
Intelligence , an  album  difficult  to  cat- 
egorize. The  overall  sound  of  Enuff 
Znuff  is  in  a power  pop  vein  that  emu- 
lates Cheap  Trick  musically  and  The 
Beatles  vocally.  Singer  Donnie  Vie’s 
rasping  voice  combined  with  the  band’ s 
sense  of  melody  leads  one  to  ponder 
"what  if  Paul  McCartney  had  been 
bom  with  Kurt  Cobain’s  vocal  chords?" 


The  opening  primal  stomp  of 
"Superstitious"  alludes  to  the  prob- 
lems of  drug  addiction  and  the  litiga- 
tion that  has  held  up  their  career.  The 
melodic  “Right  By  Your  Side”  might 
have  been  a number  one  single  just  a 
few  short  years  ago  when  Poison  ruled 
the  charts,  but  it  has  yet  to  receive 
airplay  in  today’s  market.  “Inno- 
cence,” the  centerpiece  of  the  album, 
combines  poignant  lyrics  with 
Beatlesque  orchestration  to  create  an 
epic  ballad  that  deserves  airplay  re- 
gardless how  wonderful  Pearl  Jam  may 
be.  Beatles  influences  are  taken  fur- 
ther in  the  psychedelic  ‘Takin’  a Ride,” 
while  the  free  spirited  “One  Step  Closer 
to  You"  and  “These  Daze”  are  exactly 
what  the  the  aging  Aerosmith  strives 
in  vain  to  write.  Perhaps  most  striking 
is  “Mary  Anne  Lost  Her  Baby,”  which 
tells  the  story  of  a woman  who  regrets 
an  abortion  later  in  life — a hefty  topic 
for  a band  once  categorized  as  “glam." 

Overall,  it  seems  fate  is  against 
Enuff  Znuff.  The  album,  which  has 
been  out  since  last  spring,  is  simply 
lost  in  the  sea  of  alternative  music 
controlling  the  industry.  The  band 
Rolling  Stone  Magazine  once  labelled 
the  “the  band  of  the  90’ s”  in  its  Octo- 
ber 19,  1989  issue  has  sadly  been  for- 
gotten.

Nineteen  songs  are  includedin  this 
disc  of  so-called  "alternative  rockers," 
such  as  Matthew  Sweet,  Soul  Asylum, 
Bob  Mould,  Smashing  Pumpkins, 
Soundgarden,  The  Breeders,  and  Nir- 
vana. 

The  Red  Hot  Organization,  who 
produced  the  compilation  discs  Red 
Hot  + Blue  and  Red  Hot  + Dance, 
has  released  their  third  AIDS  aware- 
ness and  fundraising  production,  en- 
titled No  Alternative  . 

The  album  jacket  declares  this  as 
their  mission:  ‘This  is  not  an  alterna- 
tive rock  collection.  “Alternative”  rock 
does  not  exist.  It  is  a myth  on  par  with 
Elvis  sightings,  quality  airline  food, 
and  stress-free  relationships." 

It  is  an  achievement  when  bands 
can  unite  to  produce  something  mean- 
ingful. “Music  not  only  has  tbepower 
to  speak  to  a generation  but  for  a gen- 
eration." No  Alternative  is  not  for 
profit.  It  is  to  inform  the  public  of  the 
growing  problem  of  AIDS.  “The  sound 
of  these  groups  putting  their  music 


where  their  mouths  are  reaffirming 
their  dedication  to  a musical  culture 
but  to  a world  community  that  has 
been  devastated  by  AIDS!” 

Nineteen  bands  produce  music 
having  a “common  thread.”  Soul  Asy- 
lum does  an  incredible  remake  of 
Marvin  Gaye’s  “Sexual  Healing.” 
The  music  ranges  from  rapping  with 
the  Beastie  Boys  to  a toned-down  bal- 
lad by  Smashing  Pumpkins.  Two  of 
the  best  tracks,  though,  are  "Hold  On" 
by  Sarah  McLachlan,  whose  voice  re- 
sembles Sinead  O’Connor's,  and  Bob 
Mould,  lead  singer  of  Sugar,  with 
“Can’t  Fight  It”. 

An  excerpt  from  the  album  jacket 
by  John  Carlin  states,  “AIDS  WILL 
NOT  JUST  GO  AWAY  AND  WE 
HAVE  NOCHOICE  BUTTO  LEARN 
TO  DEAL  WITH  IT,  RESPONSI- 
BLY, HONESTLY  AND  COMPAS- 
SIONATELY. THAT’S  THE  HARD 
PART...AND  THERE’S  NO  ALTER- 
NATIVE.” 

This  is  great  music  for  a great 
cause.

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Beavis  Has  Left  the  Building

My  generation,  in  its  search  for  an 
identity,  found  the  answer  in  the  box 
that  inhabits  almost  every  family  room 
in  America.  Television  has  created  an 
entire  generation  of  “Butt-heads,”  and 
the  establishment  is  desparate  to  stop 
this  MTV  spawned  social  revolution. 

There  are  two  major  factors  that 
define  “Generation  Butt-head.”  First, 
society  has  evolved  into  a high  paced, 
media  dominated  pit  that  shortens  at- 
tention spans  like  fast  food  shortens 
life  spans.  Second,  the  “Me-Genera- 
tion”  of  the  1980’s  has  left  the  “Butt- 
heads”  an  entire  world  to  fix.  From 
these  influences,  the  generation  has 
arrived  at  a collectively  pessimistic 
view  of  itself  and  the  future. 

The  “Butt-heads”  obviously  em- 
brace the  MTV  vision  of  what  media 
should  accomplish  and  reject  the  old 
views.  According  to  the  November  25 
issue  of  Rolling  Stone,  “the  number  of 
daily  newspaper  readers  under  35  has 
plunged  from  67  percent  in  1965  to  30 
percent  in  1990.”  Why?  The  advent  of 
cable  has  made  the  medium  you  are 
now  reading  virtually  obsolete.  CNN 
can  take  a “Butt-head”  around  the 
world  in  22  minutes.  Conventional 
wisdom  says  the  “Butt-heads”  have 
lost  their  attention  span,  but  in  actual- 
ity they  are  simply  able  to  do  more 
with  their  time. 

The  problems  arise  when  a “Butt- 
head"  is  asked  to  create  something 
original.  Man’s  collective  conscious- 
ness was  once  contained  in  literature, 
which  encouraged  literacy.  Today, 
the  collective  consciousness  is  found 
in  reruns  of  ‘Saturday  Night  Live.” 
This  is  the  biggest  obstacle  they  have 
to  overcome.  They  are  a generation 
raised  on  reruns  of  1960’s  and  1970’s 
television  shows,  so  is  it  really  all  that 
amazing  to  that  everything  old  is  new 
again?  Suddenly,  1970’s  clothing  is 
the  rage.  Disco  has  resurfaced  as  a 


viable  type  of  music.  Rather  than 
write  original  music,  “sampling"  the 
work  of  others  has  become  an  “art." 
What  passes  for  Nirvana  today  is  noth- 
ing more  than  The  Clash  in  flannel.  If 
this  idea  is  taken  to  the  extreme,  we 
will  be  damned  to  a retrocycle  where 
our  sex  symbols  resemble  James  Dean 
(River  Phoenix),  our  “cutting  edge” 
bands  resemble  The  Sex  Pistols  (any- 
thing alternative),  and  every  ten  years, 
Donnie  Osmond  will  make  a brief 
comeback. 

The  second  part  of  the  trials  of 
“Generation  Butt-head”  is  its  collec- 
tive cynicism.  Yet,  what  generation  in 
recent  history  has  had  more  reason  to 
be  disillusioned?  They  have  grown  up 
as  America  healed  from  the  wounds  of 
Vietnam.  The  most  pressing  question 
of  this  age  is  which  will  collapse  the 
first — the  American  economy  or  the 
world  environment?  Most  relavant  to 
this  topic,  the  establishment  media, 
which  is  supposed  to  deliver  unbiased 
“truth,”  is  actually  biased  against  the 
“Butt-heads.”  Rolling  Stone  said,  “The 
young  are  abandoning  conventional 
journalism  in  stunning  and  accelerat- 
ing numbers.  It’s  hard  to  think  of 
anything  the  industry  could  have  done 
to  ignore  or  alienate  the  young  con- 
sumers that  it  didn't  do,  or  isn’t  doing 
still.  Most  importantly — (it  has) 
trashed  the  culture  of  the  young  at 
every  opportunity.”  Examples  of  this 
are  aboud  since  the  beginning  of  rock. 
Elvis  was  all  but  burned  at  the  stake  by 
media  persecution.  Today,  “Beavis 
and  Butt-head”  are  crucified  as  if  they 
pose  a threat  to  the  continuation  of 
humanity.

The  Blank  Wall  of  Honor

If  you  walked  by  the  JJC  Wall  of 
Honor  lately,  you  may  have  noticed  it 
is  empty.  Why  aren’t  the  names  of  the 
students  who  made  the  honor  roll  over 
the  summer  posted  where  they  right- 
fully belong. 

Although  honor  roll  status  is  noted 
on  report  cards,  department  policy 
states  that  honor  rolls  for  the  summer 
sessions  are  not  not  to  be  posted  for 
several  reasons. 

The  Records  Department  has  dif- 
ficulty determining  who  is  actually 
eligible  for  the  honor  roll  because  the 
two  summer  sessions  often  must  be 
combined  to  determine  who  qualifies. 
Students  must  take  at  least  six  hours  in 
a normal  semester  to  qualify,  but  those 
who  do  so  during  the  summer  arc  not 
recognized.  A Records  official  stated 
that  they  arc  not  certain  if  data  pro- 
cessing is  capable  of  combining  the 
two  sessions  to  determine  which  stu- 


dents earned  enough  credits  toqualify. I 
feel  this  policy  is  frustrating  and  un- 
fair. Making  the  honor  roll  over  the 
summer  is  not  easy  because  the  same 
amount  of  material  must  be  covered  in 
less  than  half  the  time.  However,  l do 
not  wish  to  take  anything  away  from 
those  who  make  the  honor  roll  in  nor- 
mal semesters,  for  such  an  achieve- 
ment is  never  easy. 

I don’t  wish  to  brag,  but  f took 
twelve  credit  hours  over  the  summer 
and  pulled  in  a 4.0  GPA.  I was  dis- 
heartened to  realize  1 would  not  be 
recognized,  and  I’m  certain  I am  not 
alone  in  feeling  this  way. 

Although  I do  not  wish  undue  ef- 
fort or  expense  on  the  part  of  the 
Records  Department.  I feel  this  policy 
should  be  changed.  Vice-president 
Ainley  said  she  would  "see  what  could 
be  done,  although  it  may  lake  some 
time."  Hopefully,  credit  will  be  given 
where  it  is  due. 
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Stateville  Warden  on  Crime

"Presently  there  are  one  million 
people  locked  up.  Do  you  feel  much 
safer  because  of  it?”  These  strong, 
thought-provoking  words  belong  to 
the  warden  of  Stateville. 

In  1993,  it  is  next  to  impossible  to 
pick  up  a newspaper  and  not  not  read 
of  some  malicious  crime.  One  of  our 
own  peers,  JJC  student  Doug  Petan, 
was  recently  murdered  for  reasons 
beyond  understanding.  Petan  was 
working  at  the  Larkin  Avenue  Jiffy 
Lube  when  he  was  shot  during  a holdup. 

Joliet’s  Stateville  Correctional 
Center,  a maximum  security  prison,  is 
home  to  about  2400  of  society’s  most 
dangerous  men,  fourty-five  percent  of 
whom  are  murderers.  I recently  had 
the  opportunity  to  speak  with  Warden 
Salvador  Godinez  about  the  escalating 
crime  problem. 

‘The  prisons  are  filling  because 
the  social  institutions  are  failing,”  said 
Godinez.  He  cited  the  schools  and  the 
churches  as  examples  of  where  the 
fault  lies,  and  referred  to  an  old  Afri- 
can saying,  “It  takes  the  village  to  raise 
the  child.” 

He  also  believes  the  media  plays  a 
role.  “Negative  messages  are  being 
sent  out  to  pump  up  the  violence.” 
Though  he  does  not  favor  censorship, 
he  believes  that  the  “media  needs  to 
take  responsibility  for  what  they  say  or 
print.” 

Also,  it  is  a sad  but  probably  true 
fact  that  “the  group  with  the  least  will 
act  out  to  get  more.”  Godinez  believes 
that  prison  simply  doesn’t  deter  people 
from  crime.  “Picture  two  kids  in 
Cabrini  Green.  How  is  someone  going 
tscare  them  by  giving  them  a job  and 
feeding  them  (like  the  prison  system 
does)?” 


Godinez  took  me  on  a tour  through 
Stateville,  beginning  with  the  tough- 
est cellhouse  in  the  facility.  Unit  F, 
where  the  late  mass  murderer  Richard 
Speck  resided.  As  I looked  around,  I 
noted  that  most  of  the  men  were 
younger  than  thirty.  Correctional 
Sargeant  James  Atkins  said,  "We’ve 
lost  a whole  generation.  If  he  was  not 
a criminal  when  he  came  here,  he’ll  be 
a criminal  when  he  leaves.” 

The  idea  of  locking  up  a criminal 
and  throwing  away  the  key  is  an  unre- 
alistic one.  Out  of  the  2400  inmates  in 
the  facility,  only  350  are  in  for  life. 
The  reality  is  that  they  will  be  freed.  In 
the  state  of  Illinois,  one  day  served 
equals  one  day  taken  off  the  sentence. 
Stateville  offers  schooling  and  voca- 
tional training  to  prepare  the  inmates 
for  reintegration  into  society,  but 
Godinez  admits,  “You  can’t  rehabili- 
tate someone  who  has  never  been  ha- 
bilitated.” 

Stateville  is  one  of  countless  over- 
crowded prisons  throughout  the  na- 
tion. It  costs  taxpayers  $17,000  a year 
to  keep  one  inmate  behind  bars.  Yet, 
the  victim  and  his/her  family  paya 
deep  price  no  amount  of  money  could 
ever  suffice.  Godinez  urged  society  to 
"begin  this  very  moment.  Start  with 
the  young  kids  and  pump  money  into 
that  age  bracket.  You  may  pay  a steep 
price  now,  but  it  will  get  much  worse 
later  if  you  do  not."  Atkins  agreed, 
"Start  at  the  beginning  with  educa- 
tion." Godinez  also  noted  a sad  irony 
made  evident  with  the  recent  Chicago 
school  crisis.  "People  won’t  pay  to 
teach  the  kids,  but  they  will  pay  to  lock 
them  up."

Prejudice  in  the  Land  of  Liberty

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Major  League  Awards

The  Major  League  Baseball  sea- 
son came  to  an  end  nearly  a month  ago, 
and  the  post  season  awards  took  center 
stage  after  the  World  Series.  Argu- 
ments have  appeared  in  previous  years, 
but  there  was  little, if  no,  arguing  over 
the  winners  this  year.  The  Manager  of 
the  Year  awards  seem  to  be  the  only 
controversies. 

In  Chicago,  the  White  Sox  Gene 
Lamont  received  the  first  of  three 
awards  for  a Sox  member  as  he  was 
voted  AL  Manager  of  the  Year.  Dur- 
ing the  season,  Sox  players  openly 
criticized  his  methods  of  managing. 
Just  because  a team  wins  the  division 
does  not  mean  the  credit  is  due  to  the 
manager.  After  all,  Lamont  had  the 
1993  MVP  and  Cy  Young  winner  on 
his  team. 

The  same  scenario  is  true  in  award- 
ing Dusty  Baker  of  the  San  Francisco 
Giants  the  NL  Manager  of  the  Year. 
Baker,  in  his  first  year  as  the  Giants 
skipper,  had  the  best  player  in  the 
game  in  his  lineup.  Barry  Bonds  should 
have  won  the  award.  It  was  Bonds’ 
presence  that  enabled  the  team  to 
loosen  up.  He  took  pressure  off  of 
Will  Clark,  Matt  Williams,  and  Robby 
Thompson.  Consequently,  Thomp- 
son and  Williams  had  the  best  years  of 
their  careers,  though  Clark  didn’t  play 
most  of  the  year  due  to  injury.  It  was 
Barry  Bonds’  abilities  and  presence 
that  won  103  games  in  ‘93,  not  the 
managing  of  Baker.  A large  chunk  of 
the  Manager  of  the  Year  award  should 
go  to  Bonds. 

Over  the  past  ten  years  there 
havenotbeen  many  outstanding  rook- 
ies in  baseball.  This  past  season  gave 
new  meaning  to  the  term  “rookie  of  the 
year."  Los  Angeles  Dodger  catcher 
Mike  Piazza  led  his  team  in  HR(36), 


RBI’s  (112),  and  BA(.3 17).  Piazza’s 
stats  would  stand  out  on  any  MLB 
team.  Comparably  impressive  are  the 
numbers  of  California  Angel  RF  Tim 
Salmon,  who  clubbed  30+  home  runs, 
drove  in  90+,  and  hit  .283  for  the  year. 
Both  Piazza  and  Salmon  won  the 
Rookie  of  the  Year  Award  in  their 
respective  leagues  by  unanimous  de- 
cisions. 

This  year's  Cy  Young  winners  ex- 
emplify the  word  consistency.  Jack 
McDowell  of  the  White  Sox  won  20+ 
games  for  the  second  straight  season 
and  led  the  league  in  victories  (22)  and 
complete  games.  He  will  seek  big 
bucks  in  ‘94  and  may  play  for  another 
team  if  the  Sox  do  not  pay. 

Greg  Maddux  of  the  Atlanta  Braves 
won  his  second  Cy  Young  in  as  many 
years.  He  won  in  ‘92  with  the  Cubs 
and  was  signed  by  the  Braves  this  year 
after  he  filed  for  free  agency.  Maddux 
led  the  league  in  ERA  (2.36)  and  in- 
nings. He  also  had  20  wins  and  was 
among  the  leaders  in  strikeouts. 

‘The  Big  Hurt"  as  Chicagoans 
know  him,  won  the  AL  MVP  unani- 
mously. He  was  only  one  of  eight 
players  of  all  time  to  receive  all  28  first 
place  votes.  In  each  of  the  last  three 
years,  Thomas  has  batted  over  .300, 
driven  in  over  100,  and  walked  over 
100  limes.  He  got  what  he  deserved 
this  year  with  a .3 1 7 average,  4 1 hom- 
ers, and  128  RBI’s.  Bonds  of  the  SF 
Giants  won  the  MVP  of  the  NL  with  a 
.336  average,  46  home  runs,  and  123 
RBI’s.  He  received  the  award  for  the 
second  straight  year  and  the  last  three 
of  four.  Expectations  were  high  when 
the  Giants  dished  out  $47  million  last 
year  but  are  not  being  second  guessed 
now. 


Maple  Leafs  Set  Record

The  Toronto  Maple  Leafs,  led  by 
22  year  old  goalie,  Felix  Potvin,  have 
set  the  record  for  the  best  start  in  Na- 
tional Hockey  League  history. 

Toronto  broke  the  record  with  their 
ninth  victory  in  a row  to  start  the  1993- 
94’  season  with  a 2-0  victory  over 
Tampa  Bay  Lightning  on  October  23. 
They  went  on  to  win  another  before 
being  defeated  by  the  Montreal 
Canadiens,  5-3,  in  their  eleventh  game. 

Their  10-0  start  was  the  best  in  the 
seventy-  seven  year  history  of  the  NHL. 
The  previous  marks  of  8-0  were  set  by 
the  34’-35’  Toronto  Maple  Leafs  and 
the  ’75-’76  Buffalo  team. 

Potvin  was  passed  up  in  the  first 
draft  for  which  he  was  eligible,  but 
was  finally  drafted  in  the  second  round 
in  1990.  He  received  his  chance  to 


shine  last  year  when  both  Leaf  goalies. 
Grant  Fuhr  and  Rick  Wamsley,  went 
down  with  injuries.  In  the  ten  games 
played,  he  held  a 6-2-2  record.  His 
goal  against  average  was  2.20.  Fuhr 
was  traded  away  to  the  Buffalo  Sabres 
this  February  and  Wamsley  retired 
halfway  through  last  season  to  be- 
come the  Leafs  goalie  coach. 

A dream  come  true?  Toronto  says 
that  he  is  a bargain.  He  has  just  signed 
a three  year,  $4  million  contract.  This 
is  just  pocket  change  for  a promising 
star  who  has  held  opponents  to  an 
under  two  goal  per  game  average  for 
the  first  ten  games  of  this  year. 

With  Toronto’s  rising  success  in 
hockey,  baseball.  CFL  football,  and 
the  bid  for  a NBA  team,  Toronto  may 
become  the  most  successful  sports  city 
in  the  world. 


McMahon  Leads  a Winning

He 
was  named  deputy  sherriff  in  1973, 
lieutenant  in  1984,  and  deputy  chief 
of  the  Patrol  Division  in  1988. 

Lt.  Pete  Haas,  a fellow  super- 
visor, spoke  of  Ward's  profession- 
alism and  dedcation  to  law  enforce- 
ment and  the  people  of  Will 
County.

1 raises  consistent  with  those  in 
area." 

Along  with  a raise  of  43%  in 
1994-95  term  and  4%  increases 
rach  of  the  subsequent  school 
rs,  the  contract  provides  for  the 
y retirement  and  health  insur- 
pnroerams  of  the  faculty,  Helton 


While  accepted  by  the  union, 
the  proposal  has  not  been  ratified 
by  the  Board.  Most  likely,  the  trust- 
ees will  vote  on  the  proposal  at  their 
next  meeting.

Brosis  multicultural  festival  on  the  bridge

The  Brosis  Foundation  held 
a multi-cultural  festival  Friday 
December  10  on  the  bridge. 

Brosis,  which  stands  for 
brothers  and  sisters,  is  a black 
student  union  sponsored  by  gov- 
ernment teacher  Edward  Senu- 
oke.  Senu-oke  said,  "The  goal  of 
Brosis  is  to  give  people  a better 
understanding  of  black  peopleat 
JJC.  We  hope  to  make  it  an  aca- 
demic resource  that  will  give 
black  people  access  to  both  the 
arts  and  cul  tural  exposure  in  gen- 
eral." 

Chairman  of  the  Human  Re- 
sources Department  Robert  Ster- 
ling and  Dean  J.D.  Ross  were  in- 
strumental in  the  establishment 
of  a black  student  organization 
at  JJC.  Over  the  years,  it  evolved 
structurally  into  what  is  now 
called  Brosis. 

In  reference  to  the  stucture 
of  Brosis,  Senu-oke  said,  "Some- 
time in  the  spring,  we  want  to 
deactivate  current  Brosis  board 
members  and  hold  a general  elec- 
tion."

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Area  band  Half  -N-Half  looks  for  success

"Funk,  rap,  gospel,  and 
soul"  describes  the  sound  of  the 
local  contemporary  jazz  band, 
Half-N-Half.  Josh  Ryan,  a JJC

The  band  was  formed  in  Au- 
gust of  1991  by  Josh,  who  plays 
saxophone.

Josh  explained  there  are  sev- 
eral ways  they  chose  band  mem- 
bers. In  one  instance,  the  guitar 
player  that  Josh  had  was  incon- 
sistent in  attendance  and  was 
not  especially  into  the  music  the 
band  was  playing.  One  day, 
while  Josh  was  in  the  piano  room 
practicing  , a man  named 


Michael  stopped  to  speak  with 
him,  and  he  let  Josh  know  that 
he  was  interested  in  playing  in 
the  band.  When  Michael  played 
with  them.  Josh  found  that  he 
could  "hear  a difference." 
Michael  was  in  and  the  other 
band  member  was  out . 

When  first  starting  theband. 
Josh  explained,  he  wasn't  really 
looking  for  a new  activity.  "It 
was  just  good  friends  getting  to- 
gether," Josh  explained.  "We 
turned  our  heads,  and  the  next 
thing  we  knew  we  were  playing 
at  a wedding."  The  wedding 
was  their  first  time  out,  and,  as 
time  went  on,  the  band  "grew" 
together.  "We  were  undecided 
if  we  wanted  to  start  playing  in 
bars  and  parties,  but  the  wed- 
ding provided  just  the  confi- 
dence booster  we  needed,"  Josh 
said. 

Josh  said  that  when  theband 
first  started,  they  decided  that 
they  were  going  to  be  original 
band  and  write  their  own  music. 
"All  the  band  members  had  dif- 
ferent ideas  that  resulted  in  one 
beuatiful  sound." 

The  band  made  up  a resume 


and  a demo  tape  and  sent  it  out 
to  local  and  Chicago-based  ra- 
dio stations.  The  radio  stations 
that  they  are  featured  on  are 
WLL1,  WNUA,  WGCI,  and 
WDND.  Josh  had  the  chance  to 
promote  the  band  at  WLLI,  and 
he  went  in  to  have  an  interview 
with  one  of  the  deejays.  The 
radio  station  does  a feature  on 
local  bands  for  a half  hour,  inter- 
viewing band  members  and  giv- 
ing a taste  of  the  music.  On 
December  16,  Josh  will  go  in  for 
a third  interview.  He  is  excited 
to  be  able  to  have  such  a strong 
support  in  Joliet. 

Local  radio  stations  are  play- 
ing the  band's  album  on  the  air, 
a local  record  shop.

Ed  Sutter  tells  how  to  improve  your  public  speaking

Join  the  speech  team  and 
get  credit  for  it! 

Speech  111,  Intercollegiate 
Forensics,  is  a performance 
course  where  all  instruction  and 
rehearsal  is  done  on  an  indi- 
vidual basis  at  the  convenience 
of  student  and  instructor. 

Students  are  required  to  pre- 
pare for  and  compete  in  a mini- 
mum of  two  tournaments  to  re- 
ceive credit  for  the  course. 
Grades  are  earned  according  to 
both  preparation  for  and  suc- 
cess at  the  intercollegiate  com- 
petitions. 

Ed  Sutter,  speech  and  broad- 
casting teacher  and  speech  team 
coach  at  JJC,  explained  that  "as  a 
member  of  a speech  team  you 
prepare  for  speech  events  and 
compete  against  students  from 
other  colleges  and  universi- 
ties." The  JJC  speech  team  com- 
petes in  three,  two  day  tourna- 
ments each  semester,  against 
other  colleges  like  Notre  Dame, 
University  of  Illinois,  and  San 
Diego  State  University. 

The  categories  are  Persua- 
sive, Informative,  Extemporane- 
ous, Impromptu,  and  various 
oral  interpretation  events.  The 
contestants  choose  what  events 
they  wants  to  enter  in  and  what 
material  they  want  to  use.  Each 
contestant  usually  competes  in 
two  different  categories. 

JJC  Sophomore  JamieChan- 
dler.  Biology  major,  is  a member 
of  the  speech  team.  Shelikes  the 
competition,  and  she  enjoys 


speaking.  She  prefers  Duo  In- 
terpretation and  Oral  Interpre- 
tation, but  she  also  competes  in 
the  category  Readers'  Theater. 

The  team  usually  leaves  JJC 
early  Friday  morning,  driving  to 
the  hosting  school  in  Sutter's  van. 
When  they  arrive,  the  team  runs 
through  their  speeches  and 
makes  some  last  minute  adjust- 
ments. The  elimination  rounds 
begin  after  lunch. 

The  contestants  give  the 
same  speech  three  times  with 
different  judges  each  time,  com- 
peting against  four  or  five  other 
contestants  in  each  round.  Sutter 
helps  his  team  with  their 
speeches,  giving  them  sugges- 
tions on  improvements.  He  also 
participates  as  a judge. 

"He  is  a wonderful  coach 
that  is  always  there  for  you,  both 
with  speech  problems  and  other 
problems,"  Chandler  said.  "He 
also  helps  you  make  decisions." 

The  judges  use  two  differ- 
ent methods  of  scoring;  rank 
and  speaker  points.  Rank  is  how 
that  speaker  compared  with  the 
other  speakers  in  that  round. 
Speaker  points  are  based  upon 
how  the  speaker  compares  to 
the  judge's  past  experiences. 

The  elimination  rounds  con- 
tinue early  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing, and  the  posting  of  the  final- 
ists is  made  at  noon.  The  six  top 
ranking  contestants  advance  to 
the  afternoon  finals,  where  there 
are  three  judges. 

A good  quality  to  become  a 
successful  speaker  is  a strong.

Local  Bank  Robbed

Two  masked  men  robbed  a 
branch  of  First  Midwest  Bank  of 
Joliet  on  December  2 and  escaped 
with  an  undetermined  amount 
of  money. 

No  one  was  injured  in  the 
robbery  that  took  place  at  ap- 
proximately 1:20  p.m.  inside 
Eagle  Country  Market,  700  Lin- 
coln Hwy.,  of  New  Lenox. 

The  two  men  entered  the 
store  with  ski  masks.  One 
jumped  the  counter  to  obtain  the 
money  from  the  safe,  and  the 
other  fired  a shot  into  the  ceil- 
ing, insisting  that  everyone  to 
"get  down."  Everyone  in  the 
front  end  of  the  store  hit  the 
ground,  and  store  managers  filed 
customers  out  back  doors  to 
safety  as  the  robbery  took  place. 

"They  were  bold  for  robbing 
the  bank  in  the  middle  of  the  day 
while  the  store  was  packed.  They 
yelled  "time"  twice,  so  obviously 
they  had  worked  out  a specific 


plan,"  a cashier  stated. 

Fourteen  JJC  students  cur- 
rently work  at  the  Eagle  store. 
One  student  stated,  "I  guess  you 
can't  trust  anyone,  not  even  in  a 
quiet  town  like  New  Lenox." 
Another  student  entered  the 
scene  while  it  was  in  progress. 
He  stated,  "I  walked  in  and  I did 
not  see  anyone.  I looked  across 
the  store  and  saw.  the  gunman. 
My  only  reaction  was  to  turn 
around  and  run  out  the  doors  as 
fast  as  I could." 

Police  and  F.B.I.  are  still  in- 
vestigating the  incident  Thebul- 
let  in  the  ceiling  has  not  been 
retrieved  yet.  The  getaway  car 
was  parked  in  adjacent 
McDonald 's  parking  lot  and  has 
been  identified  as  a black  1977 
Chevrolet  Monte  Carlo.  Wit- 
nesses did  not  see  the  direction 
the  car  went  on  Route  30.

Adults  return  to  school  in  startling  numbers

Comedienne  Margaret  Cho 
graced  the  bridge  with  her  lively 
presence  December  6. 

Cho  graduated  from  the 
School  of  Performing  Arts  in  San 
Francisco  with  the  hope  of  being 
an  actress.  In  a strange  twist  of 
fate,  her  boyfriend  took  her  to  a 
comedy  club  one  night  and 
signed  her  up  to  perform.  When 
she  finished,  the  audience  was 
roaring,  and  the  club  owner  im- 
mediately hired  her.  That  was 
six  years  ago. 

Margaret  Cho  is  a Korean 
that  was  raised  in  San  Francisco. 
Her  parents  immigrated  to 
America  in  1964,  but  she  was 
bom  and  raised  in  America.  Af- 
ter Attending  the  Performing 
Arts  School,  Cho  went  to  San 
Francisco  State  to  study  Theater. 

In  her  show  here,  Cho  told 
the  audience  about  the  time 
when  we  grew  up.  She  talked 
about  the  1970's  and  '80's,  stir- 
ring our  memories  about  such 
twisted  pop  culture  sensations 
as  "Sit  and  Spin."  Cho  reminded 
us  of  a lot  of  the  things  we  grew 
up  around,  the  toys  we  played 
vvi  th,  and  the  shows  we  wa  tched . 

Cho  says  one  of  the  best 
things  about  being  a young  per- 
former is  that  you  can  do  virtu- 
ally anything  you  want.  You  can 
call  up  your  friends  and  say 
"Hey,  I'll  meet  you  in  Montreal, 
or  New  York."  She  says  there  is 
a lot  of  hardship,  a lot  of  perks. 


and  it's  all  worth  it. 

One  of  the  hardest  things 
about  being  a performer  is  deal- 
ing with  hecklers,  which  she 
finds  intolerable.  Cho  says  that 
if  people  who  heckle  think  they 
are  so  funny  then  they  should 
get  up  on  the  stage  and  perform. 
She  says  that  she  will  always 
combat  hecklers,  but  there  is 
really  nothing  you  can  do  about 
them. 

Cho  is  deeply  involved  in 
the  AIDS  awareness  program. 
Recently,  she  made  a documen- 
tary on  Asians  and  AIDS.  "The 
Asian  people  seem  to  have  this 
xenophobia,  this  attitude  that 
they  can't  get  AIDS,  and  they  are 
so  wrong.  In  actuality  the  num- 
ber of  Asian  people  with  the 
AIDS  virus  is  rising  faster  then 
in  any  other  population,  and  the 
rise  has  a lot  to  do  with  this  ”'it 
can't  happen  to  me'  attitude.” 

Cho  also  started  work  on  a 
sitcom  that  she  says  is  kind  of  a 
"Seinfeld,  meets  All  in  the  Family, 
meets  M.A.S.H.  and  then  moves 
in  with  The  Jeffersons." 

Currently  Cho  spends  more 
time  in  colleges  than  she  did 
when  she  attended  San  Francisco 
State.  Within  the  next  few  weeks 
she  will  be  heading  to  Peoria, 
Kentucky,  and  San  Francisco.

A new  trend  has  emerged 
for  the  generations  who  grew  up 
with  the  Beatles  or  the  BeeGees. 
Beads  have  been  replaced  by 
books.  Staying  out  all  night 
danciing  at  the  club  is  passe  - 
staying  up  all  night  studying  at 
home  is  "in." 

Adults  are  returning  to 
school.  The  fall  semester  at  Joliet 
Junior  College  registered  1 0,336 
students.  More  than  one-half  of 
the  students  are  25  years  old  or 
older.  Of  the  5,416  adults  that 
have  ventured  back  to  college, 
2,378  are  between  the  ages  of  30- 
39.  The  second  largest  group 
(1,357)  isage40-49.  Third  places 
goes  to  the  1,188  students  25  to 
29  years  old.  493  people  age  49 
or  older  make  up  the  smallest 
group  of  adult  students. 

What  has  caused  this  surge 
of  adults  returning  to  or  just 
begining  college? 

"I  was  tired  of  being  a means 
to  an  end,"  said  David  Weese, 
34,  a journalism  major.  He  re- 
turned to  school  after  ten  years 
of  working  in  the  printing  in- 
dustry 

Weese,  married  with  two 
children,  works  part  time  and 
attends  JJC  full  time.  He  was 
encouraged  by  his  wife  and 
friends  to  returned  to  school  and 

major  in  something  of  interest  to 
him — writing.  Eventually  he 
wants  to  transfer  to  Lewis  and 
ea  m a bachelor's  degree,  hopring 
that  his  degree  will  mean  better 
wages. 

"What  I really  want  is  the 
prestige  that  is  associated  with 
higher  education,"  said  Weese. 

Carla  Parker,  40,  stayed 
home  to  raise  her  two  children 
Now  that  they  are  teenageers, 
Carla  has  decided  to  attend  col- 
lege asan  experiment.  "I  wanted 
to  do  something  for  myself  and 
explore  new  directions,"  she 
said.  Parker,  a psychology  ma- 
jor, is  one  of  the  many  adult  stu- 
dents to  attend  school  part-time 
"I  want  to  work  with  the  hearing 
impaired  because  I have  a hear- 
ing problem.  I'll  see  what  hap- 
pens Who  knows,  I may  find  a 
new  direction." 

Barb  Pirc  returned  to  JJC  at 
age  33.  "I  wanted  a career  and  I 


wanted  to  make  money."  While- 
raising  her  four  children,  she 
worked  part  time  and  attended 
school  part-time,  It  took  four 
long  years,  but  at  the  age  of 
thirty-sevenshegraduated  from 
the  nursing  program. 

Steve  Bengtson  attended  JJC 
after  completing  two  tours  In 
Vietnam.  At  21,  he  began  school 
full-time,  then  went  part-time. 
After  almost  two  years,  he 
dropped  out. 

Bengtson,  now  married  with 
four  children,  returned  to  JJC 
full  timeat  the ageof  39,  after  the 
General  Motors  plant  where  he 
had  worked  for  14  years  closed 
its  doors.  The  Trade  Readjust- 
ment Act  (an  extension  of  Dislo- 
cated Workersjpaid  for  his  edu- 
cation. He  decided  to  major  In 
Electrical  Automated  Systems 
Technology,  a trade  that  would 
complement  his  pipefitter  card 
One  year  later,  he  graduated 
with  an  A.A.S.  degree. 

3,104  adult  students  have 
listed  majors  and  are  seeking  de- 
grees from  JJC  or  are  planning  to 
transfer  to  higher  institutions 
The  General  Associate  Degree- 
Programs  have  98  men  and 
women  enrolled.  The  Nursing 
Program  ranks  second  with  58 
students.  Business  Programs 
registered  474. 

Whetherevery  adult  ib  seek- 
ing a degree  or  not,  there  are 
going  to  be  differences  among 
the  attitudes  of  an  older  student 
vers  us  theattitudes  of  a younger 
student  Faculty  and  students, 
both  young  and  old,  agree  most 
adults  are  more  dedicated  and 
focused,  that  they  are  more  ap- 
preciative of  an  an  education. 
That  is  not  to  say  that  all  young 
students  are  unappreciative, 
there  are  many  who  are  just  as 
dedicated  and  eager  to  leam  as 
the  adults  are. 

According  to  instructors  a nd 
fellow  students,  adults  attend 
classes  more  regularly  and  par- 
ticipate more  in  class  discussion* 
than  the  younger  students 
"We're  ready  for  education," 
said  Weese. 

Pirc  stated,  "Adult  students 
are  in  school  because  they  want 
to  be.  There  are  no  parents  or 
peers  forcing  them  to  go." 


Scott  Elder,  18,  was  one  of 
the  students  who  commented, 
"The adult  student  definitely  at- 
tends classes  more  regularly  than 
the  kids.” 

One  JJC  Instructor  sold,  "If 
an  adult  student  misses  a class, 
it's  usually  due  to  family  or  work 
responsibilities,  If  a young  per- 
son misses  class.. .who  knows 
why?" 

"The  adults  .ire  more  scri 
ous.  They  know  what  they  want 
They  push  straight  ahead  and 
they  push’fast  to  get  what  they 
want,"  said  Chris  Kosol,  23. 

Bengtson  and  Parker  noted 
that  the  adults  are  more  appre- 
ciative. Bengtson  adds,  "Older 
students  are  more  dedicated  and 
conscientious.  They  know  jobs 
are  not  just  handed  to  llu-m,  and 
they  don't  expect  it.  If  they  want 
to  get  anywhere,  they  need  a 
degree  They've  been  out  in  the 
real  world  and  know  it  can  be 
very  cold.  Education  plays  an 
Important  role." 

The  ability  to  focus  on  com- 
mitment and  draw  from  life's 
experiences  are  advantages  of 
being  an  older  student,  but  there 
are  some  disadvantages. 

"The  odds  are  stacked 
against  you,"  said  Weese-.  He 
said  that  family  responsibilities 
are  tremendous  Parker  agree* 
and  also  said  that  placing  priori- 
ties is  difficult.  School  is  not  the 
only  aspect  of  an  adult's  life. 

"Time  is  a big  disadvan- 
tage," said  Bengtson.  "Between 
family  and  work  obligations,  it's 
difficult  " 1 lealsosaid  that  teach- 
ing  methods  have  changed  over 
the  past  20  years,  and  being  out 
of  school  for  a long  period  of 
time  can  make  those  first  few 
classes  somewhat  challenging. 

Classrooms  are  filled  with 
the  young  and  the  old  sitting 
side-by-side  There  doesn't  seem 
to  be  any  strife  among  the  vari- 
ous age  groups  Friendship* 
have  been  made,  generation  gaps 
have  narrowed.

They  are  a part  of  the  history  of 
JJC  and  even  a larger  part  of  its 
future.

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Jeff  Baranoski  climbs  back  to  the  top

Going  into  his  senior  year  in 
high  school,  Jeff  Baranoski  had 
everything  going  for  him.  He 
was  an  All-American  baseball 
player  coveted  by  every  major 
league  baseball  team  and  col- 
lege in  the  country.  He  was  class 
president  at  Providence  High 
School.  On  top  of  all  that,  he 
came  from  a wonderful  family 
and  had  terrific  friends.  "I  had  it 
all,"  Bear  said.  "My  life  was  like 
a wonderful  dream." 

On  August  9,  1990,  Bear's 
dream  turned  into  a nightmare. 
"I  had  just  finished  talking  to  the 
head  coach  from  Creighton  Uni- 
versity, who  was  offering  me  a 
scholarship,"  Bear  explained  in 
a shaky  voice.  "I  was  heading 
home  on  Black  Road.  The  light 
at  the  intersection  of  Black  and 
Essington  had  just  turn  yellow 
when  I went  through.  Then  1 got 
hit." 


Another  car  anticipating  a 
light  change  hit  him.  The  car 
smashed  into  the  passenger  side 
of  Baranoski's  car.  Bear  was 
pulled  out  of  the  wreck  bloody 
and  unconcious.  His  right  ear 
was  tom  off.  The  nightmare  had 
just  begun. 

For  twenty-eight  days,  Jeff 
lay  in  a hospital  bed  in  a coma, 
clinging  to  life.  "I  hate  to  admit 
it,  but  I didn't  think  Bear  was 
ever  going  to  make  it,"  said 
Bryan  Fonseca,  Jeff's  best  friend. 
"I  saw  him  there  with  tubes 
jammed  in  him  just  to  keep  him 
breathing.  I was  there  for 
twenty-eight  days,  rarely  going 
home,  praying  for  him  to  pull 
through."  Family  and  friends 
stayed  at  Bear's  bedside  looking 
for  any  sign  of  life.  They  talked 
to  him  about  daily  events,  read 
him  the  paper,  and  played  his 
favorite  music.  They  did  all  of 


this  in  hope  of  a response.  On 
the  twenty-eighth  day,  their 
prayers  were  answered. 

"I  just  remember  hearing  my 
girlfriend  Molly  and  Bryan  talk- 
ing," Bear  says  with  a grin.  "I 
tried  talking,  but  nothing  came 
out,  so  I reached  out  my  hand." 
Family  and  doctors  rushed  into 
the  room,  amazed  that  he  was 
out  of  the  coma.  However,  Jeff 
was  suffering  from  amnesia.  For 
four  months,  he  struggled  to  re- 
member the  people  he  cared  for. 
"It  was  a long  four  months,  but 
eventually  everything  cameback 
to  me ,"  Jeff  recalls.  Bear  also  had 
to  go  through  intense  physical 
therapy,  to  regain  strength  in  his 
arms  and  legs.  "I  wasn't  even 
thinking  about  playing  ball 
again,"  Bear  said.  "I  just  wanted 
to  live  a normal  life." 

Now,  Bear  is  a student  at 
JJC,  majoring  in  physical  educa- 


tion and  acting  as  an  assistant 
coach  on  the  baseball  team.  "I’ve 
got  to  stay  involved  in  the  game," 
Bear  explains.  "1  can't  play  any 
more,  but  maybe  I can  help  some- 
one be  an  All-American.  Over- 
all, I'm  glad  to  be  able  to  enjoy 
all  the  things  I used  to  take  for 
granted.  I'm  just  happy  I'm 
alive." 


Blood,  guts  and  the  innocent  relaxation  of  videogaming

It  started  on  the  non-descript 
morning  of  September  23.  On  a 
day  called  "Mortal  Monday," 
millions  of  copies  of  the  game 
Mortal  Kombat  were  shipped  to 
stores  across  the  U.S.  TTiis  in 


occurance;  new  video  games 
come  out  almost  weekly,  and 
according  to  the  December  13th 
issue  of  Newsweek,  video  game 
systems  are  in  80%  of  all  Ameri- 
can homes.  So  what  was  the  big 
deal?  Mortal  Kombat  featured 
(GASP!)  realistic  depic- 
tions of  violence!  Well, 
actually,  it  featured  digi- 
tized actorsbattlingeach 

combat.  What  was 
found  reprehensible 
were  the  facts  that  these 
characters  bled  heavily 
at  the  slightest  touch  and 
occasionally  rip  oppo- 
nents head  off  or  bum 
them  to  a crisp.  While 
many  of  us  thought  "It's 
just  a videogame,"  other 
people  were  mobilizing

Anybody  who 
watched  T.V.  knew  about  this 
conflict,  and  almost  everyone 
formed  an  opinion.  1,  however, 
had  a larger  part  in  all  of  this 
than  the  average  person.

JJC  students  seemed  di- 
vided on  the  issue.

Forget  about  Beavis  and  Butt- 
head,  it  seems  as  if  "MORTAL 
KOMBAT  IS  THE  GATEWAY 
TO  SATAN!" 

True,  there  is  no  need  for 
five  year  olds  to  play  this  game. 
However,  it  is  not  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  manufacturer  to  keep 
this  game  out  of  a child's  living 
room.

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The  voice  of  America’s  homeless

There  exists  a silent  minor- 
ity of  over  two  million  Ameri- 
cans without  a voice  in  our  great 
democracy- the  homeless.  With- 
out an  address,  they  cannot  re- 
ceive a voter  registration  card. 
Without  a card,  they  have  no 
means  to  vote  on  issues  that 
could  affect  them.  In  a survey  of 
JJC  students,  most  seemed  un- 
aware of  the  plight  of  the  home- 
less. They  think  that  the  home- 
less are  a stereotypical  out  of 
luck,  lazy,  unemployed  beggar, 
but  rarely  is  this  the  case. 

According  to  Congressional 
Quarlly  Reporter  the  homeless 
population  is  46%  male,  14% 
women,  4%  children,  and  36% 
families.  The  department  of 
housing  and  urban  development 
claims  that  there  are  only  about 
500,000  homeless  people  in  the 
United  States.  Department  of 
education  statistics  indicate  that 
there  are  273,000  homelesss  chil- 
dren. Many  homeless  advocates 
estimate  that  the  actual  number 
of  homeless  in  is  between  two 
and  three  million. 

In  a survey  of  JJC  students, 
many  said  they  felt  that  the 
homeless  were  in  their  sorry  sta  te 
through  some  fault  of  their  own, 
and  if  they  really  wanted  help  it 
is  readily  available.  The  CQR 
says  that  27%  of  all  homeless 
people  are  employed  either  full 
or  part-time,  and  24%  of  all 


homeless  people  are  single 
women  with  children,  many  of 
whom  are  owed  years  of  child 
support: 

Economists  say  that  fami- 
lies of  four  making  up  to  $20,000 
a year  are  at  risk  of  becoming 
homeless  because 
they  lack  the  abil- 
ity to  save  for  fi- 
nancial hardships 
such  as  unem- 
ployment or  high 
medical  bills. 

One  student 
said  that  the 
homeless  could 
find  work  if  they 
really  wanted  to 
because  "Burger 
King  is  always 
hiring."  No 
economist  belives 
that  a person  can 
support  them- 
selves on  mini- 
mum wage. 

Many  stu- 
dents don't  un- 
derstand that 
simple  tasks  like 
getting  to  work  on 
time  and  showing  up  for  work 
clean  are  problems  for  a home- 
less person.  Exactly  where  does 
a homeless  person  plug  in  his 
alarm  clock,  or  how  does  ne  show 
up  for  work  clean  after  spend- 
ing the  night  on  the  streets?  Shel- 
ters simply  aren't  available  to 


everyone  who  needs  them,  es- 
pecially in  suburban  areas. 

The  CQR  states  that  30  to 
40%  of  all  homeless  people  are 
mentally  ill.  In  the  early  sixties 
this  nation  adopted  a policy 
called  deinstitutionalization. 


This  policy  states  that  a men- 
tally ill  person  has  the  right  to 
refuse  any  and  all  treatment  or 
medication  necessary  for  his  or 
her  illnes.  A mentally  ill  person 
can  only  be  institutionialized 
against  nis  will  if  he  or  she  can 
be  proven  to  be  a danger  to  him- 


self or  others.  The  Wall  Stnrt  Jour- 
nal  stated  that  "Mentally  ill  per- 
sons require  treatment  that  they 
are  not  capable  of  seeking  them- 
selves. They  often  wind  up 
homeless  because  they  cannot 
find  the  basic  services  they  nix'd 
-to  cope  with  soci- 
ety. Mental  illness 
is  apparently  the 
only  disease  re- 
quiring the  suf- 
ferer to  reach  the 
worst  stage  before 
he  is  eligible  for 
treatment.  All  our 
efforts  tosolve  this 
problem  are  of  no 
avail  as  long  as  the 
mentally  ill  are  al- 
lowed to  wander 
the  streets  as  they 
please  and  refuse 
their  medication." 

The  journal  of 
the  American  Medi- 
cal Society  says  that 
91  percent  of 
homeless  single 
women  are  men- 
tally ill,  and  85  per- 
cent of  homeless 
single  men  are  substance  abus- 
ers. To  house  someone  for  one 
year  in  a New  York  City  Armory 
(shelter),  where  substances 
abuse  is  heavy,  the  city  pays 
$18,000peryear.  The  same  18,000 
dollars  could  put  a person 
through  a substance  abuse  pro- 


gram that  could  get  them  on  the 
road  to  recovery  and  off  the 
streets.  The  Journal  states  that  85 
percent  of  homeless  substance 
abusers  would  accept  treatment 
if  it  were  offered. 

Twenty  six  percent  of  all 
hornless  are  veterans.  Public 
Health  Reporli  published  a sur- 
vey of  homeless  population  in 
shelters  In  Santa  Clara  County, 
California.  Of  the  1000  men  sur- 
veyed, 423  were  veterans.  Of 
these  men,  173  were  combat-ex- 
posed veterans,  many  suffering 
from  some  form  of  Post  Trau- 
matic Stress  Syndrome.  Many 
veterans  are  mentally  ill  or  have 
substance-abuse  problems.  The 
Veterans  Administration  has 
little  help  to  offer  these  men. 

Pour  percent  of  the  home- 
less are  unaccompanied  youth. 
CQR  states  that  most  of  these 
kids  are  fleeing  abusive  situa- 
tions. i CQR  savsthat  kids  do  not 
usually  run  from  good  situa- 
tions, and  if  they  do,  they  usu- 
ally return. 

The  JJC  survey  showed  that 
many  students  are  not  Informed 
about  the  homeless,  and  few 
comments  voiced  any  concern 
or  compassion  for  the  plight  of 
the  homeless.  Only  a public  un- 
derstanding of  the  problem  will 
bring  about  the  changes  these 
people  a so  desperately  need.

I’ve  got  a few  Secrets

On  December  1,  National 
AIDS  Awareness  Day,  JJC's  Stu- 
dent Services  Departments  spon- 
sored a production  of  the  AIDS 
awareness  play  Secrets. 

Secrets  is  a one-act  play  in 
several  sections  that  demon- 
strates how  the  HIV  virus  is 
transmitted,  how  the  virus 
spreads,  how  people  can  get 
tested  for  HIV,  and  what  organi- 
zations can  help  a person  that  is 
infected. 

The  play,  which  was  created 
by  Kaiser  Permanente  Medical 
Program,  Northern  California 
Region,  was  presented  at  JJC  by 
the  Lewis  University  Theater  De- 
partment. The  play  was  pre- 
sented free  of  charge  to  the  pub- 
lic. 

"We  were  very  fortunate 
thatStudentServices  wasable  to 
fund  the  production,"  said  Cathy 
Schley,  JJC's  Co-ordinator  for 
Health  Care  and  Continuing 
Education. 

Schley  and  Health  Services 


Supervisor  Alice  Hunter  were 
responsible  for  bringing  the  play 
to  JJC.  "This  could  be  life  saving 
information,"  said  Hunter.  "You 
never  know  aboutother  people's 
behavior."  . 

An  evaluation  sheet  was 
handed  out  to  the  audience  to 
find  out  how  Secrets  educated 
them.  Along  with  this,  informa- 
tional fliers  and  colored  condoms 
were  distributed. 

The  play,  which  lasted 
roughly  45  minutes,  began  by 
demonstrating  how  the  AIDS 
hotline  works.  The  actors  took 
turns  playing  either  the  part  of  a 
caller  who  had  questions  about 
AIDS,  ot  the  volunteer  that  an- 
swered the  questions. 

The  next  part  of  the  play 
took  place  in  an  AIDS  clinic, 
where  three  people  sat  waiting 
for  test  results.  Throught  their 
dialogue,  each  character  re- 
peated the  phrase  "I  can't  have 
AIDS,"  revealing  their  internal 
anxiety. 

While  Eddie,  one  of  the  char- 


acters in  the  play,  was  waiting 
for  the  results,  the  scene  flashes 
back  to  when  he  first  met  his 
girlfriend.  She  refused  to  have 
sex  with  Eddie  right  away  be- 
cause she  feared  catching  AIDS. 
In  a light-hearted  moment,  Eddie 
demonstrates  the  proper  method 
of  using  a condom,  utilizing  a 
banana  as  a prop. 

Secrets  then  returns  to  the 
present,  where  Eddie  finds  out 
he  does  have  AIDS  from  sharing 
needles  with  friends.  Frightened, 
Eddie  realizes  all  of  his  dreams 
have  been  destroyed.  He  will 
never  have  children,  and  he  may 
not  even  use  the  scholarship  for 
college  he  received. 

After  the  play,  JJC  staff  mem- 
bers trained  and  certified  by  the 
American  Red  Cross  held  a ques- 
tion and  answer  session  with  the 
audience.  They  explained  that 
Secrets  will  be  shown  at  several 
other  schools  in  the  Will  County 
area,  including  elementary,  juior 
high  schools,  and  high  schools.

Douglas  Oxborrow,  Direc- 
tor of  the  JJC  Chamber  Singers 
and  the  Choral  Activities,  picks 
the  music  for  the  Madrigal  din- 
ner.

The  JJC  Chamber  Singers 
consist  of  16  people  selected  by

The  choir  rehearses 
on  Monday  evenings,  and  the 
songs  rehearsed  are  mostly  for 
the  Madrigal  dinner. 

Tami  Chapin,  Freshmen  and 
music  major  at  JJC,  sings  soprano 
for  the  JJC  Chamber  Singers.  "It 
is  more  of  a challenge  with  the 
Chamber  Singers  than  with  com- 
munity choir  because  of  the  au- 
dition," she  explains.  "Joining 
the  Singers  was  a way  to  prove 
to  myself  that  I could  get  into 
something  like  this." 

Chapin  joined  the  choir  be- 
cause she  loves  to  sing.  "It  feels 
so  good  when  it  all  works  cor- 
rectly." 

The  Madrigal  performance 
is  basically  the  final  exam  for  the 
class,  but  "we  are  graded  by  our 
attendance,"  explained 
Raymond  Misischia,  landscape 
major  and  tenor  in  the  choir. 

"The  show  worked  fairly 


good,"  Chapin  and  Misischia 
agrees.  "Especially  the  Ad  Lib 
which  made  the  show  full  of  sur- 
prises, both  for  the  audience  and 
for  the  actors." 

The  King,  Kevin  Johnson, 
several  times  requested  perfor- 
mances from  both  the  Jester  and 
the  Knight  that  were  not  re- 
hearsed before  hand.  The  Jester, 
for  example,  was  asked  to  sing 
Jingle  Bells,  which  he  did  with 
some  help  from  the  brass  band, 
and  the  Knight  was  asked  to  sing 
Happy  Birthday  in  Swedish.

In  dealing  with  the  Sopho- 
more Culinary  Arts  students  fi- 
nal exam,  one  thing  that  could 
be  said  is  that  they  are  anything 
but  a piece  of  cake. 

Bread  would  be  a better 
word  to  use.  Each  student  has 
two  projects  they  are  required  to 
make  for  their  final  grade:  the 
Thanksgiving  bread  project,  and 
the  Christmas  gingerbread 
houses. 

For  over  20  years  now,  the 
gingerbread  houses  have  been 
displayed  and  sometimes  even 
sold  by  the  students.  The  rules 
for  making  the  gingerbread 
houses  are  simple:  everything 
on  them  must  be  edible,  they 
must  be  made  at  the  student's 
home,  and  they  must  be  turned 
in  by  the  first  week  in  December 


to  be  displayed  in  the  cafeteria. 

However,  some  of  the  ma- 
terials used  to  create  the  house's 
were  a little  less  than  edible. 
Cabbage  Patch  Kids,  stones,  toy 
trucks,  and  lace  were  added  to 
some  of  the  displays. 

Each  student  is  responsible 
for  dishing  out  the  bread  to  pay 
for  their  display,  but  the  real 
icing  on  the  cake-er,  bread,  is 
when  they  do  sell  the  houses.  In 
the  past,  some  people  have 
forked  over  as  much  as  $300  for 
a single  house.  And  all  profits 
go  directly  to  the  student,  who 
sells  the  house  as  his/her  own 
discretion. 

One  of  this  years  largest  and 
mostelaboratedispalys,entitled 
"Merry  Christmas  to  Thee  and 
Thine"  by  Susan  Kells  carries  a 
price  tag  of  $135. 


The  houses  are  then  graded 
on  appearance,  artistic  ability, 
texture,  and  basically  the  "Same 
values  as  a normal  building  Is 
critiqued,"  as  Culinary  Arts  In- 
structor Ervine  Marshall  put  it. 

Displays  include  such  set- 
tings as  churches,  houses,  and 
nutcracker.

Mujezinovic

You've  probably  seen  a 
tower  walking  through  JJC  and 
haven't  been  able  to  identify  it. 
He  is  always  with  his  teammates 
on  the  basketball  court,  in  class, 
or  by  the  fitness  center  waiting 
for  practice  to  begin  at  2:00.  He 
is  the  6’9 ",  245  pound  center  for 
the  JJC  Wolves  from  Sarajevo, 
Bosnia. 

Freshman  Haris 

Mujezinovic,  of  the  former  Yu- 
goslavia, moved  to  the  USA  to 
be  a foreign  exchange  student. 
The  rest  of  his  family  soon  fol- 
lowed. They  came  for  freedom, 
but  not  the  freedom  that  most 
immigrants  come  for.  The 
Mujezinovic's  moved  to  the  US 
for  freedom  from  war  in  Bosnia. 
Sarajevo  was  one  of  the  main 
targets  of  the  civil  war  in  Yugo- 


slavia 


Haris'  family  thought  it  v. 


best  to  join  Haris  in  the  US,  for 
safety,  until  he  finished  high 
school  and  his  sister,  Alma, 
graduated  college. 

Haris  also  played  on  a Yu- 
goslavian junior  national  soccer 
team.  He  said,  "1  like  many 
things  about  the  USA,  but  the 
pace  of  life  here  is  so  fast." 

He  learned  about  basketball 
as  quickly  as  his  new  American 
lifestyle.  His  first  years  of  orga- 
nized American  basketball  be- 
gan as  a junior  at  Chicago 
Amundsen  High  School.  In  his 
short  two-year  stint,  he  averaged 
18  points  and  an  astonishing  17 
rebounds  per  game,  gaining  him 
a scholarship  at  Northern  Illi- 
nois University. 

Harissaid,  “The  war  affected 
me  so  much.  Everytime  I'd  hear 
something  on  the  news  it  would 
hurt,  and  it  was  hard  to  forget.  I 
couldn't  know  what  was  hap- 
pening exactly,  but  the  more  I 
heard,  the  worse  I felt." 

This  depression  caused  him 


to  drop  out  of  NIU.  He  wanted 
to  return  to  Sarajevo  and  fight 
for  his  people,  but  his  mother 
talked  him  out  of  it.  Another 
NIU  basketball  player  and 
former  JJC  star,  Randy  Tucker, 
told  Mujezinovic  of  JJC  and 
coach  Pat  Klingler. 

"Haris  is  one  of  the  best  big 
men  in  the  country.  He's  going 
to  keep  getting  better, " Klingler 
stated. 

Mujezinovic  is  on  a team  that 
is  trying  to  improve  a 30-6  record 
and  fourth  place  finish  at  the 
nationals  from  last  year's 
Wolves.  The  big  trio  of 
Mujezinovic,  Kelly  Lynch,  and 
Paul  Nondas  will  force  the  de- 
fense to  pack  it  in  and  leave 
Krahulik  and  Brunes  open  for 
the  outside  shot. 

He  is  currently  shooting  70% 
from  the  field  and  was  named 
MVP  of  the  Central  Florida  three- 
game  tournament  in  which  JJC 
won  the  first  place  title  on  No- 
vember 20.
